Not but 'that ingenious Romances'and 
and vvitty Fables may-be read,and pro- 
ficably too ; butto avoid ſuch rude ones 
as Huon of Bourdeaux, Four Sos of Amon, 
Fortunatus, Chimon of England, andſuch 
like, left you bebrought-into the belief 
of Don Quixot, which thatSaryrical Ro- 
mance doth ſufficiently whip. 
Indced it were to be wiſhed: that 
ſuch rude depraved Books were utterly 
aboliſhed, or reſtrained at leaſt from 
Youth of both kinds, for preventing of 
fantaſtical Imprefions, they being as 
deep taking as either the. Juyce of 
. Malt or the Vine, of the offe&s of rhe 
which laſt I ſhall here 'inſert-2 ſhort 
Story. AGentleman being ſoundly dozd, bad

N the Year of our Lord 158g, one Andrew Bat- 

tel of Leigh in Eſex, accompanied with Abraham 

Cock of Lime-houſe, and accommodated with wo 

Pirmaces of 50 T uns apiece; intending a Voyage 

rothe River of P/ate, upon the Coaſt of Brafil; were 

7 much neceſſitated for Victuals : ſo that returning 

Northwards upon the Ile of S. Sebatian, going on 

Land, he, with four others, were taken Prifoners by 

# certain Negro's belonging to the Portugals, who ſent 

* him to Angola in Africa, where he continued in 
their Service ſeveral years ; when deſirous of freedoms 

he attempted an Eſcape in a "__ Ship, —

diſcovered, he was clapt in Priſon for two months, 
and then banithed to the Fort of Mafſangano, where 
he'lived a miſerable lite tor the ſpace of ſix years. 

But this noghing daunting his Reſolution, he, with 
ten&her banſſhed-men, praftiled an Eſcape, having 

otten a Canoo tor that purpoſe, and furniſhed with 

ulquers, Powder, and Shot, wandering in great mi- 
ſery ſeyeral days thronghthe extremity of Heat, and 
want of Victuals and Water, being forced divers times 
to make theix way through their Oppoſers with Mul- 
quet ſhot ; yet ere they could get into a place of (ec- 
curity, the Captain of the City from whence they 
came oyertook them, to whom they were forced to 
yield, and being carried back again, for their wel- 
com home were clapt up in Priſon, with Collars of 
Iron, and great Bolts upon their Legs. 

After three months hard Impriſonment, he, with 
four hundred more banithed Portugals, were by Pro- 
clamation for cver deſtine1 to che Wars; and accord- 
ingly he ſerved in many bloudy Fights, where, who- 
loever gained, all that fell ro his ſhare was enely Pc- 
nury, Hardſhip, Wounds, and Scars. 

Having thus had his ſhare in Land Service, he,with 
fixty more Souldicrs, were ſent in a Frigat with Com- 
moditiesto Bahia de Tare, twelye degrees Southward, 
totrade with the Savages; and having made a pro- 
ſperous Voyage, were lent our the ſecond time to the* 
Morro, or Cliff of Bengaala, where they lighted into 
the hands of the Gaga's, a moſt warlike People, and 
the greateſt Canibals or Man-caters in - the. world ; 
yet by reaſon of their Commodities, and for that 
they helped the Gage's againſt their Enemics, they 
in five moncths ſpace made three gainful Voyages 
from thence tothe City of San Paub, but coming the 
fourth time the Gaga's:were gone up lar higher. into 
theCountry. C Be- 
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Domieſtick and Foreign, 
Being loth to-return without Ftade, they deter- 
mined that fifty of their Company ſhould follow 
them, andthe reſt ſtay with chew Ship in the Bay of 
Benguala. Amongſt thoſe hity was Andrew Batte! 
one, who marching upthe Country, were by a great 
Negro Lord detained, whileſt fuch time as the Gapga's 
were gone clear awaYy'into another Land. Then. did 
he force them to nfarth with him againſt'his Enemies, 
umitill he had cleart-deſtroyed them. Nor wonld he 
ther ſuffer themato depart, bur upon promiſe tocome 
again, and leave one of their company in pawn with 
him untill their return. __ 
Hereupon it was determined to- draw Lots who 
ſhould ſtay, but upon further thoughts, they agreed 
amongſt themſelves to leave the Engliſhman, and to 
ſhift for rhemſelves, fearing to be all detained Cap- 
tives. So Batte/ was fain to ſtay per force, having 
with him a Muſquet, Powder, and Shot, they pro- 
miling the Negro Lord to come again in two mo- 
neths tor his redemption. © Burthar time expired;and 
none of them returning, the Chief of the Town 
would have put Batt?/ to death, and in order thereto 
ſtripped him naked, and were ready. ro cut off his 
Head, when one of the chief amongſt them interpo- 
ſing, his Execution was defetred upon hopes of the 
Portugals coming, and he ſet loole. to walk at 1i- 
berry. : 
Bur finding no ſecurity of! his life amoneſt them, 
hereſolved to run away to the Camp of the-Gaga's ; 
and having travelled a whole night, the next day 
he came toa great Town called'Cyſh:7, which flood 
in a-mighty overgrown Thicket, the People wheteof 
great and {mall came round abqut him to wonder at 
him, having never ſeen a W hire Mar'before. - Here 
he ſound ſome of: the great G4z2's Men, with _

he went to their Camp, at a place-called Calicau- 
4mba. 

The Captain of the Gaga's welcomed him kind- 
ly, continuing in-that place for tour monerhs toge- 
ther, with great abundance and plenty - of Cartel, 


Corn, Wine, and Oyl, and great triumphing, drink- 


Ing, dancing, and banquetringwath Mans fleſh. for 
( as I told you before ) thcle GagearF- are the greateſt 
Canibals or Man-caters in the world. Their Cap- 
tain warreth all by Inchantment, and taketh the De- 
vils counſel inall his Exploits. Such of his Souldicrs 
as are faint-hearted, and turn their backs to the Enc- 
my, are preſently condemned and killed for Cow- 
ards, and their Bodies caten. They neither ſow, nor 

lan, nor bring up any Cattel more than they take 

y Wars. When they take any Town, they keep 
the Boys and Girls of thirteen or fourteen years of 
age as their own Children ; butthe Men and Women 
they kill and cat. Thele liccle Boys they trainup in 
the Wats, and hang a Collar about their Necks for 
a diſgrace, which is never taken off till he proveth 
himſelta Man, and brings his Enemy's Head tothe 
General ; and then it is taken off, and he is a Free- 
man, and iscalled Gonzo or Souldier. This maketh 
RI JERerane, and forward to be free, and counted 

cn. 

When their chief Captain undertaketh any great 
Enterprize againſt the. Inbabirants of any Country, 
he maketh ' a ſolemn Sacrifice to the Devil in the 
morning before the Sun riſcth. He fitteth upon a 
Sool, having on .cach fide of him a Man Witch ; 
then he hath forry or- fifty Women which ſtand 
round about him, holding in cach hand a wild Hor- 
ſcs Tail, wherewith they do flouriſh and ſing. Bc- 
hind them arc great-f;ore of Drums and. other Inſtru- 

| ments,

ments; which always play. In the midſt of them is 
a great Fire, upon the fire ary Earthen Pot with white. 
Powders, wherewith the Men-witches do paint him 
on the Forchead, Temples, and thwart the 'Breaſt 
and Belly , with long Ceremonies and Inchantwg 
Terms. Thus hecontinucth tl Sun is down; then * 
the Witches bricÞ him his Weapon, which is faſhi- 
oned like a Hatcher, and pur it-into his Hand; bid- 
ding him be (trorg agafnit his Enermes, for his Mo- 
kifſo ( which is the Devil ) is wh him. Prelently 
thereis a Man-child brought, whichforthwith he kil- 
leth ; then are four Men alto-brought before” him 
rwo whereot as it happeneth he preſently ſtrikerh- and 
killerh, the other rwo he commandeth to be killed 
withour the Forr. 

When they bury the dead, they make a Vault in 
the-ground, and a Seat for hinjto fit ; the dead hath 
his Hair newly embroydered, his Body waſhed atid 
anointed, with (weet Powders. He hath all His*beſt 
Robes puron, and is brought *betweeri two nin”. to 
his Grave, and ſerin his Scar as thongh he were alive: 
He harh wo of this Wives ſet with him,fwith their 
Arms broken, and theti they coverthe Vault on-the 
top. Theſe People! ate very kind one to another int 
their healrh; 'bar in their ſickneſs 'they do ablior'enc 
another, and wiltſhun their company. 700

ſix pottds of Powder, a. hundred Butters, and. thi 
little Proviſion of Vitals which he could rake. 
In the motning he'was ſome twerity raifes trot the 
City,tp along the River Bengs; there he ſtayed certain 
days, -arid then patſed Bengo,, and came to the River 
Dande, being to the Northwards. © Here he was Gu- 
elly pur to his ſhifts, being forced co livt.a morith'in a 
Wood betwixr rhe foretaid Rivers for fear. of a Pur- 
ſuit. From thence he went to the'Lake of Caſayſa ; 
about this Lake he ſtayed fix moneths, and lived 
onely upon dried Fleſh, as Bfo15gs, Dter, Mokokes, 
Impolanca's, and Roe-butks, and other forts which, he 
kitled with his Maſquet, and dried the fleſh as. the 
Savages do, upon 'an Hurdle thiee” foot from the 
ground, making undernearh it a gteat Fire, and lay- 
ing upon = ficſh green Boughs ,” which keep the 
ſmoke and heat of the Fire down, and dry it. . He 
made his Fire with two little _— as the Savages ule 
| 4 ro 
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oe. Sometimes for varicty he-fed on Guinney 
heat, which his Negro Boy would get of the-Inha- 
fury: tor pieces of dried fleſh. In this manner he 
ved ſix months withdried Fleſh and Eiſh, and ſecing 
no cnd of his miſery, hewrought means to getaway, 
which he cflefed after this manner. 

About the Lake are many lizle Iſlands, full of 
Trees called Memba, which areas light as Cork, and 
as ſoft; of theſe Trees he buile. a Gingado, with a 
Knife he had of the Savages, inthe faſhion of a Boat, 
nailed with wcoden Pegs, and railed round about be- 
cauſe the Sea ſhould not waſh him out; and with a 
Blanket that he had made a Sail, and prepared three 
(Dass to row withall. The Lake was eight miles over 
and iflued out into the River Bengo ; ſo he entere 
into his Gingedo. with his two Negro Boys, and rowed 
into the River Bergo, coming down with the Cur- 
rent twelve Leagues to the Bar ; Here he-was in 
great danger, becauſc the Sea was great ; and bein 
'oyer the Ear. beromed intothe Sca, and then laile 
afore the wind along the Coalt, which he knew ye 
well, minding to go tothe Kingdom of Longo, whic 
is toward the North. Being that. night-ar Sea, the 
pext day he faw a Pinnace.come before the wind, 
behitch came from the City, and was bound to San 
Thome ; being come near him, he found the Maſter 
- Je great Frichd, for they been Mates toge- 
oh , who for pity ſake took him in and his twoBoys, 
and ſetthem on ſhore in the Port of Longo, where he 
yas yell corenained of the King becauſe he killed 
himPeer and Fowls with his Muſquer. 


_ Here heconripued the ſpace. of three years, during 
which time,he took aSurvey of the Country,the Na- 
ture of the People, their Rites and Manners ; all which 
he delivered to Poſterity in writing as followeth. 


Here 
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Hand, and as ſoon as he hath delivered the Cup wo 
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Here is: great ſtore of Palm-Cloaths , of ſundry 
forts, which is their Merchandiſe; and grear ſtore of 
Victuak, Fleth, Hens, Fiſh, Wine, Oyl, and Corn, 
Here is alſo. very fine Logwond, which they uſe to 
dye withall ;' (it is the Roor of the Logwood whichis 
the beſt; ) aid MoLimgos of Copper. Here is like- 
wiſe great ſtore of Blephants Tecth,bur they ſell-none 
in the Market-place. The King hathren great Hou- 
ſes, and is never certain to be fund bur inthe After- 
noon, when he cometh to fir, and then he keeperh 
always one. Houſe ; the Houle is very Jong, and at 
ewelve of the clock it isfull of Noblemen ; they fit 
upon Carpets on. the ground ; the Houſe is always 
full of -People till midnight. The laſt-King Gembe 
never uſed- to ſpeak in the day, but always in the 
night; bur this King ſpeaketh in the day. ;. howbeit 
he ſpendeth moſt of the day with his Wives. And 
when-the King cometh in, he -gocrh to the upper 
end of the Houſe, where he hath his Scat, as it were a 
Throne ; and when the King is ler, they clap their 
hands and falute him, ſaying in. their Language, Byanz 
Pemba, Ampols, Moneya, Queſinge. LEES 
On the South ſide of the Kings Houſes he hath a 
Circuit or Village, where bis W ives-dwell; and in 
this Circuit-no man may come on pain of dearh. 
He bath-in; this place an hundred and filry Wives 
or more; and if any man be taken within this Cir- 
cuit, if he be with a Woman , or do. bur ſpeak to 
her, they be both brought intothe Market-place, and 
their Heads be cut off, their Bodies quartered, and lic 
one day in the Streets. The laſt King Gyzbe had four 
hundred Children by his Women. 
When the King drinketh he hath a Cup of Wine 
brought, and he that bringeth it hath a Bell in his 
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the King, he turneth his Fact from him atid ringeth 
the Bell; then all:thar be there fall down upon their 
Faces, and rife/nor till the King have drunk. '' And 
chis is very dangetous forany Stranger that knowerh 
not the faſhions; for if any teeth the King Urink, he 
is preſently killed whatſoever he be. T here-was a 
Boyof twelve years old;” which was the Kings Son; 


this Boy chanted to come unadviſedly-when his Fa- 


ther was a drinking z preſently-the King command- 
ed he ſhould be wellapparelled, ' and ViRtuals prepa- 
wd ;'{o the Youth did' eat and drink: ;/afterwatds 
the King commanded that he ſhouldbe cutin quar- 
xers, .and carried about the City, with Proclamation 
that he faw.theKing drink.

Here is no kind of 
 JCarn or Grain, nor any kind of rame Cartel nor 
rd, Hens, ſo that the People live onely upon Plantans, 
{4 and Roots of {undry forts very good, and Nuts. Bur 
614 they have great (tore of Elephants fleſh, which they 
4 bighly eſteem ; alſo they have many kinds of wild 
def Beaſts, and great ſtore of Fiſh. The Woods are ſo 
1d 4 covered with Baboons, Monkeys, Apes, and Parrots, 
«4 that it will fear any man to travel in them alone. 
Here is alſo two kinds of Monſters, which are com- 
4A mon in theſe Vioods, and very dangerous ; the 
reateſt of theſe two Monſters is called Pongo in their 
nguage, and the lefler is called Exgeco. 'T his Pongo 
is in all proportion like a man, but more like a Giant 
arg] 17 ſtature, tor he is very call and hath a Mans face, 
hollow cyed, with long Hair upon his Brows. His 
1 Face and Ears are without Hair, as alſo his Hands 
ried Þ1s Body is full of Hair, but not very thick, and it is 
of a Dunniſh colour. ke diffcreth not from a Man 
but in his Legs, for they have no Calf. He gocth 
always upon his Legs, and carrieth his Hands claſped 
» x4 ON the nape of his Neck when he goeth upon the 
round. They flecp in the Trees, ard build ſhelrers 
tor the Rain. They feed upon Fruir that they find 
in the Woods, and upon Nuts, for they eat no kind 
4 of Heſh. They cannot ſpeak, and have no under- 
ſtanding more than a Peaſt. The People. of the 


Coun- 
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Country, when - they: travel in the. Woods, make 


Fires where they fleep in the nights, and/inthe morn«: 


ing when are gone- the Pongoes will come. and 
{ir about the Fire till it goeth our, for they have no 


underſtanding to lay the Wood together. They go' 


many.incompany, and kill divers Negroes that tta- 


vel inthe Woods. Many times they: fall upon the 


Elephatits, which come to feed where they be, and 
{0 beat them with their chubbed Fitts and picces. of 
Wood, thatthey will run roaring away from them. 
Theſg Potgoes are nevertaken alive, becauſe they are 


ſo ſtrong that ten men cannot hold one of them z/ 


but yet they take many of their pry oncs, for the 
young! Porgo hangeth on his Mothers Belly, with his 


Hands faſt claſp'd about her ; fo that when any of 


the Comntry people do kill the Female with their poi- 
ſoned Arrows, « an calily cake the young one fo 
hanging about her. 'When they die among them- 
{elyes,they cover the-dead with great heaps of Boughs 
and Wood, whichis commonly found inthe Foreſt. 
One of theſe Pongoes took a Negro Boy of the Au- 
thors, 'which lived a month with them, for they 
hurt not_cthoſe which they lurpriſe at unawares, ex- 
ceptthey look on them, which he avoided. He ſaid 
their-height was like a Mans, bur their bigneſs twice 
as great. 

he Morombes uſe to- hunt with their Country 
Dogs, and killmany kinds of little Beaſts, and great 
* ſtore of Pheaſants. But their Dogs be dumb, and 
cannot bark at all ;they hang wooden Clappers abour 
theit-Necks, and follow them by the rattling of their 
Clappers: The Huntimen have Petes, which they 
whiltle their Dogs withall. The Eurozean Dogs are 
highly :cſteemed there becauſe they do bark, one! of 
mientbaying been old upin the Country for Jo 4. L 
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In the Town of Mani-Mayombe is a Fetiſſo or Idol 
called Maramba, and it ſtandeth in. a high Basker 
made likea Hive, and over it a great Houſe. This 
istheir Honſe of Religion, for they believe onely in 
him, and keep his Laws, carrying his Reliques al- 
ways with them. They are for the moſt pare Wit- 
ches, and uſe their Witchcraft for hunting and killing 
of Elephants, Fiſhing, helpingot Sick and Lame me 
and to forecaſt Journies, whether they ſhall ſpeed we 
or evil. - By this Maramba are all "Thefts and Muyr- 
ders tricd, for in this Country they uſe to bewitch 
one another to death ; therefore when any dicth, 
their Neighbours arc brought before Maramba ; and 
if it bea great man that dicth, the whole Town co- 
meth to ſwear. The Orderis, when they come be- 
fore Maramba, to kneel and claſp the Idol in their 
Arms, and to fay, Emeno, eyge bembet Maramba ; that 
is, I come tobe tried, O Maramba. And it any of them 
be guilty, they fall down ſtark dead for ever. The 

c way of Iryal alſo they thave for any other 
matter, 

In this Country of Mayombe did Batte! continue 
the ſpace of rwelve moneths, going from thence to 
Mani-keſock; North-eaſt of which place live a kind 
of little people called Matimbas, which are no bigger 
than Boys of twelve ycars old, but very thick, and 
live onely upon Fleſh, which they kill in the Woods 
with their Bows and Darts. Several other places in 
Angola did he allo {ec ; at laſt, deſirous to return. to 
his Native Country, he embarqued and arrived fatc- 
ly in England, where he lived a long time after, leav- 
ing in writing behind himat his death.,the Relation of 
theſe his Miraculous Travels and Deliverances. 
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A ſtrange Deliverance of an Engliſh-man from a 
Deſolate Iſland near to Scotland, wherein he 


_ had long continued in extream penury and mi- 


ſery. 


T'N the Year 1616, a Flemmitignamed Picknan, who 

was well known in England and Holland, for his 
Art and dexterity in getting, out of the Sea the great 
Guns of that Spaniſh Fleet, which was forced upon 
the Coaſts of Scotland and Ireland in the Year 1588. 
This man coming from Dronthem in Norway, in a 
Veſlel loaden with Boards, was overtaken by a Calm, 
during which, the Current carried hum upon a Rock 
or little Ifland, rowards the Extremities of Scotland, 
where he was in ſome danger to have been caſt away. 
Toavoid a Wrack, he commanded ſome of his men 
togo into the Shallop, and ro tow off the Ship. They 
having done {o, would needs go. up into a certain 
Rock to look for Birds Eggs : But as ſoon as they 
were gotup into it, they at ſome diſtance, perceived 
a man, whence they imagined that there were others 
lurking thereabouts, and that this man had made his 
eſcape thither from tome Pyrats, who if nor prevent- 
ed, might ſurpriſe their Ship: and therefore they made 
all the haſte they could to their Shallop, and ſo re- 
turned to their Ship. Bur the Calm continuing, and 
the Current of the Sea ſtill driving them upon the 
Hand, they were forced to get into the Long-boat 
and totow her off again. T he man whom they had 
ſeen before, was in the mean time come ro the 
Brink of the land, and made figns with his hands lift- 


ed up, and ſometimes falling on his knees, and joyn- 
ing his hands together, begging and crying to =_ 
r 
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for relief. Ar firſt they made ſome difficulty to go * 
to him, but art laſt, being overcome by his lament- 
able ſigns, they went nearer che Iſland, where they ſaw 
ſomething that was more like a Ghoſt then a living 
Perſon ; a Body ſtark naked, black and haity,a mea- 
ger and deformed countenance, with hollow atd 
iſtorted eyes, which raiſed ſuch compaſhon in them, 
that they aſſayed to take him into the Boar. Bur 
the Rock was lo ſteepy thereabouts, that it was im- 
poſſible for them to land: whereupon they went 
abour the Iſland, and came at laſt to a flat ſhore, 
where they took the man aboard. They found no- 
thing art all in the Iſland, neither Graſs nor Tree, 
nor ought elſe from which a man could procure any 
ſubſiſtence, ngr any ſhelter, bur the ruines of a Boar, 
wherewith he had made a kind of Hurt, under 
which he might lye down and ſhelter himſelf againſt 
the injuries of Wind and Weather. © 

No ſooner were they gotren to the Ship, bur there 
aroſe a Wind, that drave them off from the Iſland ; 
ng ts Providence, they were the tnore inqui- 
ſitive to know of this man what he was, and by what 
means he came unto that uninhabirable place 2 Here- 
unto the man anſwered ; 

I am an Englſh-man, that about a year ago, was 
to paſs in the ordinary Paſſage-Boat from England to 
Dublin in Ireland; but by the way we were taken by 
a French Pyrate, who being immediately forced by 
a Tempeſt which preſently aroſe, to let our Boat go, ' 
we were three of us in it, left to the mercy of the 
Wind and Wayes, which carried us berween Ire- 
land and Scotland into the main Sea : In the mean 
time we had neither Food nor Drink, but only ſome 
Sugar in the Boat: upon this we lived, and drank 
our own Urine, -till our Bodies were {o dried up, that 

we 


. 
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we could make no more : whereupon, one of our 
company being quite ſpent, died, whom we heaved 
over-board ; and a while after, a ſecond was grown 
ſo feeble, that he laid himſelf along in the Boat, rea- 
dy to yield up the Ghoſt. But in this extremity, it 
wleaſed God that I kenned this Ifland afar off, and 
thereupon encouraged the dying man to rouſe up 
himlclt with hopes of Lite : and accordingly, upon 
this good >nery, raiſed himſelf up, and by and b 
our Boat was caſt upon this Ifland, and ſplit yon 
a Rock, 

Now were we in a more wretched condition, than 
if being ſwallowed up by the Sea, we had been de- 
livered out of the extremities we were now in for want 
of Meat and Drink. Yet the Lord was plcaled romake 
ſome Proviſion for us; for on the Iffland we took 
ſome Sea-mews, which we did cat raw : we found allo 
in the holes of the Rocks, upon the Sea-{1de, ſome 
Eggs : and thus had we ( through God's good Provi- 
dence) wherewithal to ſubſiſt, as much as would keep 
us from ſtarving : but what we thought molt inſup- 
portable, was thirſt, in regard that Te place afford- 
ed no freſh water, but what fell from the Clouds, and 
was left in certain Pits, which Time had made in the 
Rock, Neither could we have this at all ſcaſons, by 
reaſon that the Rock: being ſmall and lying low, in 
ſtormy weather the Waves daſhed over ir, and filled 
the Pits with Salt-watcr. | 

When they came firſt upon the IMand, about the 
midſt of it, they found two long Stoges pitched ir 


che ground,/and athird laid upon them, like a Tablc, . 


whit y judged to have been {6 placed by ſome 
Fiſhermen, to dry their Fiſh upon, and under this 
they lay in the Nights, till with ſome Boards of their 
Boat they made a kind of a Hut to be a ſhelter for 


them. 
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them. In this Condition they lived together for 
the ſpace of about {ix Weeks, comforting one ano- 
ther, and finding ſome caſe in their common Cala- 
mity ; tillat laſt,one of them being lett alone,the Bur- 
den became almoſt in{upporaatle : for, one day awa- 
King in the morning,he miſled his Fellow,and getting 
up, he went calling and ſecking all the Ifland about 
for him : but, when he could by po means find him, 
he fell into ſuch deſpair, that he oft reſolved to have 
caſt himſclf down into the Sea, and fo to pur a final 
pcriod to that AﬀfiQtion, whereot he had endured 
bur the one halt, whilſt he had a Friend that divided 
ir with him. What became of his Comrade he could 
not guels; whether Deſpair torced him to that cxtre- 
mity, or whether getting up in the Night, not fully 
awake, he fell into the Sca; but rather thought that 
thorough Careleinels he fell from the Rock as he 
was looking for Birds Eggs, tor he had diſcerned no 
Diſtraftion in him, neither could he imagine that he 
ſhould on a ſudden fall into that Deſpair, againſt 
which he had fo fortified himſelf by frequent and 
fervent Praycr. And his loſs did fo afteft the Sur- 
vivor, that he oft took his Beer, with a purpoſe to 
have leaped from the Rocks into the Sca; yet (till 
his Coklanes ſtopped him, ſuggeſting to him, that 
if he did it he ſhould be utterly damned for hus (elt- 
Murrther. 

Another AMiftion alſo befell him, which was 


* this : His only _, wherewith he cut up the Sea 


Dogs and Sea Mews, having a bloody Cloath abour 


it, was carried away (as he thought ) by ſome Fowl 
ot Prey, ſo that not being able to kill any more, he 
was reduced to this Extrgmiry, with much _— 
to get out of che Board? of his Hut, a grear Nail, 
which he made ſhift fo to h__ upon the —_—_ 

2 that 
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that it ſerved him inſtead of a Knife. When Win- 
ter came on, he endured the greateſt Mifery imagi- 
nable; for, many times the Rock and his Hut were 
ſo covered with Snow that it was not poſſible for him 
to go abroad to provide his Food ; which Extremig 
ty put him upon this Invention; He put our a little 
Stick at the Crevice of his Hut, and baiting it with 
a little Sea Dogs Fat, by that means he got ſome 
Sea Mews, which he took with his hand from under 
the Srow, and ſo kept himlelt from ſtarving : in 
this ſad and ſolitary Conditioh he lived for about 
cleven Months, expecting therein to end his days, 
when God's gracious Providence ſent this Ship thi- 
ther, .which delivered him out of the greateſt Miſery 
that ever Man was in. The Maſter of the Ship com- 
milerating his deplotable Condition, treated him {o 
well, that within a few days he was quite another 
Creature ; and afterwards he let him.a ſhore at Derry 
in Ire/znd, and ſome time after ſaw him at Dublin, 
where {uch as heard what had happened urygo him, 
Fave him Money wherewithall*to return into his 
Native Country of Fng/and. 


A ſtrange Adventure of ome Engliſh-mecn in the 
recovery of their own Freedom, and a Ship 
called the Exchange of Briſtol, from the Tur- 
kiſh Pirates of Argier: Publiſhed by John 
Rawlins one of the 4Fors thereof. 


N che Year 1921, the firſt of November, there was 
one John Rawlins, borggin Rochefer, and dwell- 
ing three and twenty Yea in Plimouth, employed 
to the Streight of Gibrater,by Mr.Richard and Stephen 


Treviles, 


UMI 
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Treviles, Merchants of Pl;month, and fraightcd in a 
Bark called the Nichols of Phmouth, of the burden 
of forty Tun, which had allo in her Company ano- 
ther Ship of PAmouth, called the George Bonaventure, 
of ſeventy Tun Burden or thereabout; which by 
reaſon of her Greatneſs beyond the other, I will name 
the Admiral, and John Kawlin's Bavk ſhall (if you 
pleaſe) be the Vice- Admiral. Theſe rwo, according 
to the time of rhe Year, had a fair Paſlage, and by 
the ceightcenth of the ſame month came fo a place ar 
the entring of the Streights, named Traffagar ; but the 
next morning, being in the ſight of Gibralrer, at 
the very Mouth of the Streights, the Watch deſcryed 
fiye Sail of Ships, who as it {ezmed, uſed all the 
means they w_ ro come near us;*and we (as we 
had cauſe) uſed the ſame means to 2o as far from 
them: yet did their 4dmra/ take in both his Top- 
Sails, that cither we might nor ſuſpeCt them, or that 
his own Company might come up the cloſer roge- 
ther : at laſt, perceiving us Chri#ians, «they fell from 
Devices to apparent dilcovery of Hoſtiliry, and ma- 
king out againſt us; we again fu{petting_them Pi- 
rates, took our courſe ro c{cape trom them, and made 
all che Sail we poſſibly could for Terriff or Gibratter : 
but all wc ould do could not prevent their approach; . 
for {\uddenly one of them came right over againſt us 
to Wind-ward,and fo fell npon our Quarter; another 
came upon our Luffe, and fo threatned us there, and 
at laſt all five chalſcd us, making great {pecd to fur- 
Prize us. 

Their 4dmiral was called Caltfater, having upon 
her main Top-Sail two top-gallant Sails, one above 
another. - But whereas we thought them all five to 
be Turkiſh Ships of War, we afterwards underſtood, 
that two of them were their Prizes, the onc- a {mall 

*y Ship 
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Ship of London, the other of the Weſt-Country, that 
carhe out of the Puatath laden with Figs, and other 
Merchandiſe, but, now {ubje& to the Fortune of the 
& Sca, and the Captivity of Pirates. But to our buſi- 
&- neſs; three of thele Ships got much upon us, and ſo 
”, much, that cre halt the day was [pent, the Admiral, 
who was the belt Sailer, ferch'd up the George Bona- 
venture, and made Booty of it. The Vice- Admiral 
again being neareſt unto the lefler Bark, whereof 
Þln Rawls was Maſter, ſhewed him the force of a 
itronger Arm, and by his Turkſh Name, called Villa- 
Riſe, commanded hing in like forr to ſtrike his Sails, 
and ſubmit to his. Merey ; which not to be gain-ſay- 
cd nor prevented was quickly done : and ſo Raw{ps 
viith his Bark was taken, although the Rear-Admirad, 
being the worſt Sailer of the three, called Reggipriſe, 
Came not ia till all was done. , 

The ſame day, before night, the Admiral, either 
loth to peſter himſelt with roo much Company, or 
ignorant of the Commodity was to be made by the 
Sa'e of Engliſh Priſoners, or daring not to truſt them 
in his Company, for ſear of Murintes, and exciting 
others to Rebellion ; ſet twelve Perſons who were in 
the George Bmaventure on the Land, and divers other 
Engl whom he had taken before, to try their For- 
tunes in an unknown Country. But Villa-Riſe, the 
Vice-A1mirat, that had caken Joby Rawlins; would 
not fo diſpence with his Men, but commanded him 
and five more of his Company to be brought aboard 
his Ship, leaving in his Bark three men and his Boy, 
with thirtcen Turks and Moors, who were queſtionlels 
ſufficient to over-maſter the other, and dire& the 
Bark to Harbour. Thws they ſailed direRly for 4r- 
gier; but the Night following followed them. with 
2 great Tempeſt and foul Weather, which ,cnded 


nor 
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not without ſome ett of a Storm: for they loſt the 
ſight of Rawlms's Bark called the Nichols, and in a 
manner loſt themſelves, though they ſeemed ſafe a 
Ship-board, by fearful conjeuring what ſhould be- 
come of us : at laſt, by the 22 of the ſame month, 
they (or we, chuſc you whether) arrived at 4rgzer, 
and came in Safery within the Mould, but fotind not 
our other Bark there; nay, though we carneſtly en- 
vired after the ſame, yer heard we nothing to our 
Ecialaion : but much matter was miniſtred ro our 
Diſcomfoxr and Amazement. For, although the 
Captain and our Oyer-ſccrs were loth we ſhould have 
any Conference with our Country men, yet did we 
adventure to jnform our ſelves of the preſent Afﬀairs 
both of the Town and the Shipping : fo that finding 
many Engliſh at work in other Ships, thev ſpared 
not to tell us the danger we wert in, and the mi{- 
chiefs we muſt needs incur, as being ſure if we were 
not uſed like Slaves, to be fold as Slaves: for there 
had been five hundred brought into the Market for 
the ſame purpoſe, and above 'a hundred handſome 
Youths compelled to turn Turks, or made ſirbje& ro 
more vile Proſtitutions, and all Fngih : yet, like 
good Chriftians, they bid us be of good cheer, and 
comfort our ſelves in this, that God's Tryals 
ventle Purgations, and thele Crofles were but to 
cleanſe the Droſs from the Gold, and bring us out 
of the Fire again more clear and lovely. Yer muſt 
needs confeſs, that they afforded us for this 
Cruelty, as if they determined to be reveriged of our 
laſt attempt to fire their Ships in the Mould; and 
therefore proteſted to ſpare none whom they conld 
ſurpriſe and take alive, bur cirher ro ſel] chem for 
Money, or torment them to (erve their own Turns. 
Now theit'Cuſtoms arid Ufaces iri both'rheſe was in 


this manner. C 4 
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Firſt, concerning the firſt, The Baſhaw had the 
over-ſ{ceing of all Priſoners, who were preſented un- 
to him at their firſt coming into the Harbour, and 
ſo chole one out of every eight for a Preſent or Fee 
to himſelf: rhe reſt were rated by the Captains, and 
ſo ſent to the market ro be fold ; wherear, it either 
there were repining, or any withdrawing back, then 
certain Moors and Officers attended either to beat you 
forward, or thruſt you into the ſides with Goads. 
And this was the manner of the ſelling of Slaves. 
Secondly, concerning their enforcing them either 
to turn Turks, or to atrend their Filthinels and Im- 
_ although it would make a Chriſtians Heart 
leed to hear of the ſame, yer muſt the Trurch not 
be hid, nor the Terror left untold. They common- 


y lay them on their naked Backs or Bellies, beating 
them 


ſo long till they bleed at the Noſe and Mouth, 
and if yer they continue conſtant, then they {trike 
the Tecth out of their Heads, pinch them by their 
Tongues, and uſe many other ſort of Tortures to 
convert them ; nay, many times they lay them their 
whole length in 4. Ground, like a Grave, and {ſo 
cover them with Boards, threatning to ſtarve them 
if they will pot turn ; and fo many, even for fear of 
Torment and Death, make their Tongues betra 
their Hearts to a moſt feartul Wickedneſs, and ſo 
are circumciſed with new Names, and brought to 
confeſs a new Religion. Others again, I muſt con- 

who never knew any-God but their own ſenſu- 
al Luſts and Pleaſures, thought that any Religion 
would ſerve their Turns, and fo for Preferment or 
; Wealth very voluntarily renounced their Faith, and 
became Renegadees in deſpight of any Counſel which 
| to intercept them. And this was the firſt 
News we encountered with at our coming firſt to 4r- 
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The 26 of the ſame month, John Rawlins his Bark 
with his other three Men and a Boy, came ſafe into 
the Mould, and ſo were put all together to be car- 
ried before the Baſhaw, but that they took the Own- 
ers Servant, and Rawlns's Boy, and by Force and' 
Torment compelled them to turn Turks; then were 
they in all ſeven Engih, beſides John Rawlins, of 
whom the Baſhaw took one, and {ent the reſt 
their Captains, who ſct a Valuation upon them, an 
ſo the Gukliers hunted us. like Dogs into the Mar- 
ket, where, as men {cll Hacknies in England, we were 
toſſed up and down to ſee who would give molt for 
us ; os | although we had heavy Hearts, and look- 
ed with ſad Countenances, yet many came to behold 
us, ''ometimes taking us by the Hand, ſometimes 
turning us round about, ſometimes feeling our 
Brawns and naked Arms; and {o beholding our Pri- 
ces written 1n our Breaſt, they bargained tor us ac- 
cordingly, and art laſt we were all ſold, and the Soul- 
diers returned with the Money to "their Cap- 
tains. | 

John Rawlins was the laſt who was ſold, by rea- 
ſon of his lame hand, and bought by the Captain 
that took him, even that Dog Vila Riſe, who berter 
informing himſelf of his Skill fit to be a Pilot, and 
his Experience to be an Over-ſeer, . bought him and 
his Carpenter av very cafic Rates: for, as we after- 
wards underſtood by divers Engliſh Renegades, he 
paid for Kawhns but one hundred and fifry Dooblets, 
which make of Eng/iſh Money ſeven Pounds ten 
Shillings. Thus was he and his Carpenter with di- 
vers other Slaves, ſent into his Ship to work, and 
employed about ſuch Aﬀairs as belonged to the well- 
rigging and preparing the ſame. But the villanous 
Turks percciving his lame hand, and that he could 
not 
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not perform {o much as other Slaves, quickly com- 
plained to their Patron, who as quickly: apprehend- 
ed the Inconvenience; whereupon he ſent for him 
the next day, and told him he was unſerviceable for 
his preſent purpoſe, and therefore unleſs he could 
procure him fifreen pound of the Enghſh there .for 
his Ranſome, he would {cnd him up into the Coun- 
try, where he ſhould never {ce —_— again, 
and endure the Extremity of a miſerable Baniſh- 
ment. | 
But ſee how God worketh all for the beſt, for the g 

of his Servants, and confoundeth the preſumption of 
Tyrant, fruſtrating their Purpoſcs, to make his Won- 
ders known to the Sons of Men, and relieves his Pco- 
ple when they leaſt think of Succour and Releaſ- 
ment. Whilſt John Rawlins was thus terrified with 
the dogged Anſwer of Vi//a-Riſe, the Exchange of 
Briftol, a Ship formerly ſurprized by the Pirates, lay 
all unrigged in the Harbour ; till at laſt, one John 
Goodale, an Fnzlifh Turk, with his Confederates, un- 
derſtanding ſhe was a good Sailer, and might be made 
a proper Man of War, bought her from the Turks 
that rook her, and prepared her for their own pur- 
poſe; Now the Captain that ſet them on work was 
alſo an Englh Renegado, by the name of Rametham 
Riſe, but by his Chriſtian Name Henry Chandler 

who'refolved ro make Goodale Maſter over her ; and 
becauſe they were both Engliſh Turks, having the 
Command notwithſtanding of many Moors and 
Turks, they concluded to have all Englifh Slaves to 
go in her, and for their Gunners Enghh and Dutch 
Renegadoes; and fo they agreed with the Patrons of 
nine Enghh and one French Slaye for their Ranſoms, 
who were preſently employed 'to' rig and furniſh rhe 
Ship for a Man of War : while they were thus -_ 
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ed, two of John Rawlns's Men, who were taken with 
him, were allo taken up to ſerve in this Man of 
War, their names James Roe and John Davies, the 
one dwelling in P/imouth, and the' other in Foy, 
where the Commander of the Ship was allo born; by 
which occaſion my came acquainted, fo that bot 
the Captain and the Maſter promiſed them good 
Uſage, upon the good Service they ſhould pertorm 
in the Voyage; and withall demanded of him if he 
knew of any Engliih man to be bought that could 
ſerve them as a* Pilot, both to dire&t them our of 
Harbour, and conduct them in their Voyage : tor 
in Truth neither was the Captain-a Mariner, nor 
any Turk in her of. Sufficiency to dipole of her tho- 
rough the Streights in ſecuriry, nor oppoſe any Ene- 
my that ſhould hold it out bravely againſt them. 
Davies quickly replyed, thar as far as he underſtood 
Villa-Kiſe would {ell John Kawlins, Mis Maſter and 
Commander of the Bark which was taken, a man 
ſufficient every way for Sca Afairs, being of great 
Reſolution and good Experience; and forall he had 
a lame hand, yer had he a ſound Heart and noble 
Courage for any Adventure. 

When the Captam underſtood thus much, he 
employed Davies to {carch for Kawlms, who at laſt 
lighting upon him, asked if the Turk would fell 
him? Rawlins ſuddenly anſwered, that by reaſon of 
his lame hand he was willing to part with him; but 
becaule he had disburſed Money for him he would 
gain fometFing by him, and ſo prized me at three 
hundred Dooblets, which amounteth to fifteen 
__ Enghſh; which I muſt procure, or incur ſorer 
ndurances. When Davies had certified thus much, 
the Turks a Ship-board conferred about the matter, 
ang the Maſter, whoſe Chriſtian Name was John 

Goodale, 
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Goodale, joyned with two Tarks who were conſorted 
with him, and disburicd a hundred Dooblets a piece 
and fo bought him of Villa-Kiſe, ſending him into 
the {aid Ship called the Exchange of Briitol, as well to 
luperviſe what had been done, as to order what was 
letr undone, bur elpecially to fir the Sails, and to ac- 
commodate the Ship ; all which Rawlins was very 
carctn] and indulgent in, not yet thinking of any pe- 
culiar Plot of Deliverance, more than a general de- 
ſire to be freed from this Turkiſh Slavery and Abu- 


ICS. 

By the ſeventh of January the Ship was prepared 
a ood Es Pieces, and all ni 'of 
Munition _ Proviſion which belonged to ſuch a 
purpole, and the ſame day haled out of the Mould 
of * Argzer, with this Company, and in this man- 
ncr. | 
There were in her ſtxty three Turks and Moors, 
pine Erng/ih Slaves, and one French, four Hollanders 
that were Free-men, to whom the Turks promiſed 
one Priſe or other, and fo to return to Holland; or, 


it they were diſpoſed to go back again for Argier, f 


they ſhould have great Reward, and no Enforce- 
ment offered, but continue as they would, both 
their Religion and Cuſtoms : and for their Gunners 
they had two of our Souldiers, one Engliſh and one 
Dutch Renegado; and thus much for the Company. 
For the manner of {ſetting out, it was as uſual as in 
other Ships, but that the Turks delighted in the often- 
tous bravery of their Streamers, Banners, and Top- 
Sails; the Ship being a handſome Ship, and well 
built for any Purpoſe. The Slaves and Englih were 
employed under Hatches about the Ordnance, and 
other works of Order and accommodating of them- 
{elves : all which, John Rawlins marked, as fuppo- 


{ing 
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ſing it an intolerable Slavery to take ſuch Pains, and 
be {ubjeCt to fuch:Dangers, and ſtill ro enrich other 
Men, and maintain their voluptuous Filthineſs and 
Lives, returning themſelves as Slaves, and living 
worſe than their Dogs amongſt them. W hereupon, 
he burſt our into theſe or ſuch like abrupt Speeches, 
O bellſh Slavery to be thus ſubjet# to Dogs! Oh! God 
trengthen my Heart and Hand, and ſomething ſhall be 
done to eaſe us of theſe Miſchiefs, and deliver us from 
theſe cruel Mahumetan Dogs. The other Slaves Ity- 
ing his Diſtration (as they thought) bad him ſpeak 
fohly leſt they ſhould all fare the worle for his Di- 
ſtempcrature; the worſe, ( quoth Rawlins) what can 
be worſe? I will cither attempt my Delivcrance at 
one time or another, or periſh in the Enterprize: 
but, if you would be contented to hearken after a 
Releaſe, and joyn with me in the ACtion, I would 
not doubt of ——_— the ſame, and ſhew you a 
way to make your Credits thrive by ſome work ot 
Amazement, and augment your Glory in purcha- 
{mg your Liberty. I prethee be quiet (aid they again) 
and think not of Impoſſbilities: yer, it you can bur 
open ſuch a door-of Reaſon and. Probability, that 
we be not condemned for deſperate and difttaBted 
Perſons, in pulling the Sun as it were ont of the Fir- 
mament, we can bur facrifice our Lives, and you 

may be {ure of Secrecy and Taciturnity. 
he fifteenth of *Zamary, the morning Water 
brought us near Cape de Gatt, hard by the Shore, wc 
having in our Company a ſmall Turkiſh Ship oft War 
that followed us,ur of Argier the next day, and now 
joyning with us, gave us.notice of ſeven {mall Veſ- 
ſels, ſix of them being Sattees, and one Pollack, who 
very quickly appeared in fight, and ſo we made to- 
ward them : but having more advantage of the Po/ 
Lick. 
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ack than the reſt, and loth to loſe all, we both 
terch'd her up, and brought her palt hope ot Reco- 
very; which when ſhe perceived, rather than ſhe 
would yoluntarily come into the Slavery of thele 
Mahumetans, ſhe ran her {elt a ſhore, and lo all the 
men forlook her; we ſtill followed as near as we 
durſt, and for tear of ſplitting, let fall our Anchags, 
making out both our Boats, wherein were many 
Muſqueteers, and ſome Engliſh and Dutch Renegadoes 
who came aboard home at their Conge, and foun 
three Pieces of Ordnance, and four Murtherers; bur 
they {trait-way threw them all over-board to lighten 
the Ship, and ſo they got her off, being laden with 
Hides, and [wats þ tor dying, and prelently ſent her 
to Argzer, taking nine Turksand one Eng/iſh Slave out 
of one Ship, and fix out of the leſs, which we thought 
{ſufficient ro man her. 

In the rifling of this Cate/aynia our Turks fcll at 
variance one with another, and in {uch a manner, 
that we divided our ſelves, the leſs Ship returned to 
Argier, and our Exchange took the opportunity of 
the Wind, and plycd our of the Streights, which re- 
joyced John Rawlins very much, as relolving on 
ſome Stratagem when opportunity ſhould ſerve: in 
the mean while the Turks began ro murmur, and 
would not willingly go into the Marr Granada, as 
the Phraſe is amongſt them, notwithſtanding the 
Mooys beiny very ſuperſtitious, were contented to bc 
diret&d by their Hoſhea, who with - us {ignitierh a 
Witch, and is of great Account and Reputation 
amongſt them, as not going in any great Veſlel to 
Sea without one, and obſerving whatſoever he con- 
cludeth out of his Divination : The Ceremonics he 
uſcth are many, and when they come into the Occ- 
ati, evcry (ccond or third Night he maketh his Con- 
jura- 
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juration; he beginneth and endeth with Prayer, uſing 
many CharaQtrs, and calling upon God by divers 
Names, vet at this time all that he did contilted in 
theſe Particulars. + : 

Upon the ſight of rwo great Ships, and as we 
were afraid, chaling us, being {uppoſed to be Spaniſh 
men of War, a great {ilence is commanded in the 
Ship, and when all is done, the Compariy giveth 
as great a Shreik, the Captain till coming to: John 
Rawlins, and ſometimes making him take in all his 
Sails, and fomeimes cauſing him to hoyſe them 
all out, as the Witch findeth by his Book and Pre- 
ſages : then have they two Arrows and a Curtle-axe, 
lying upon a Pillow naked ; the Arrows are one for 
the Turks and the other for the Chriſtians; then the 
Witch rcadeth, and the Captain or ſome other ta- 
keththe Arrows in their hand by the Heads,and ifthe 
Arrow for the Chriftians cometh over the head of the 
Arrow for the Turks, then do «hey advance their 
Sails, and will not endure the Fight whatſoever they 
{ce :. but if the Arrow of the Turks is found, in the 
opening of the hand, upon the Arrow of the Chriftt- 
ans, then will they ſtay. and encounter with any 
Ship whatſoever; the Curtle-axe is raken up by ſome 
Child that is innocent, or rather ignorant of the 
Ceremony, and ſo laid down again ; then do t 
oblerye whether the ſame ſide 15 uppermoſt whi 
lay before, and fo proceed accordingly. _. 

They allo obſerye Lunaticks __ Changelings, 
and the Conjurer writeth down their Sayings in a 
Book, groveling on the Ground, as if he whiſper'd 
to the Devil to tell him the Truth, and ſocxpound- 
eth the Lener as it were by Inſpiration. Many other 


" {fooliſh Rires they have, whereon they do dote as 


tooliſhly. 
Whilſt 
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Whilſt he was buſted, and made Demonſtration 
that all was finiſhed, the People in the Ship gave a 
great Shout, and cryed out, a Sail, a Sail, which ar 
laſt was diſcovered to be another Man of War of 
Turks ; for he made towards us, and ſent his Boat 
aboard us, to whom our Captain complained, that 
being becalmed by the Southern Cape, and having 
made no Voyage, the Turks denied to go any far- 
ther Northwards; but the Captain reſolved not to 
return to Argier, except he could obtain ſome prize 
worthy his endurances, bur rather to go to Sa//e and 
ſell his Chriſtians to victual his Ship; which the other 
+ Captain apprehended for his honour, and ſo per{wa- 
ded the Turks to he obedient unto him; whereupon 
followed a Pacification amongſt us, and fo that 
Turk took his courſe for the Streights, and we put 
op Northward, expeCting the good hour of ſome wy 
neficial Booty. 

Allthis while our Slavery continued, and the Turks 
with inſulting Tyranny ct us ſtill on work in all baſe 
and ſervile ations, addipg ſtripes and inhumane re- 
vilings, even in our greateſt labour z whereupon John 
Rawlins reſolved to obtain his Liberty, and (urprizc 
the Ship, providing Ropes, with broad ſpikes of Iron, 
and all the Iron Crows, with which he knew a way, 
upon conſent of the reſt, to ram up, or tyc faſt their 
Scuttles, Gratings, and C abbins;z yea, to ſhut up the 
Caprain himſelf, with all his Conſorts, and foto han- 
dle the matter, that upon the Watch-word giveng 
the Engliſh being Maſters of the Gun-room, Ord- 
nance, and Powder, they would either blow them in- 
tothe Air, or kill them as they adventured to come 
down one by one, it they ſhould by any chance open 
their Cabbins.Burt becauſe he would proceed the berrct 


in his Entcrprize, as hc had fomewhar abruptly _ 
ver 
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ver'd himfelf to the nine Engiih Slaves; fo he keprthe 
fame dittance with the four Hollanders, that were free- 
men; till finding them coming ſomewhat toward 
him, he acquainted them with the whole Conſpira- 
cy, and thcy, aftefting the Plor, offer d the Adven- 
rure of their Lives in the buſineſs: then very warily 
he undermined the Engiih Kenegado, which was the 
Gunner, and thrce more, his Affociares, who at firſt 
ſeemed to retratt : Laſt of all were brought in the 
Datch Renegadves, who were allo in the Gunner: 
room, for always there lay twelve there, five Chri- 
#tans, and ſeven _ and Dutch Turks; (o that 
when another Motion had ſertled their Reſolutions 
and John Rawlins his Conſtancy had put new Liſe as 
it were in the matter, the four Ho/landers yery ho= 
neltly, accoremg to their Promiſe, - ſounded the 
Dutch Renegadoes, who with calie Perſuaſion gave 
their Confent to {o brave an Enterprize; whereupon 
John Rawlins not caring whether the Eng/h Gun- 
ners would yield or no, rcfolved in the Captain's 
morning Watch to make the Arrempr. But, you 
muſt underſtand, rhat where the Engliſh Slaves lay, 
there hung up always foor or five Crows of Iton 

being ſtil] the Carriages of the Pieces; 'an 

when the rimEapproached, being very dark, becauſc 
John Rawlins would have his Crow of Iron ready, 
as other things were, and other men' prepared 'in their 
ſeveral places ; in raking it our of & Carriage, b 

chance it hit on the ſide of che Piece, making fuc 

a noiſe, that the Souldiers hearing it awaked the 
Turks, and bid them come down ; whereupon, the 
Boat-fwain of the Tarks deſcende4 wich: a Candle, 
and preſently ſearched all the Slaves places, making 
much ado of the matter; bur finding neither Hatch- 
et nor Hamm:r, nor any ng clic ro move ſuſpicion 
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of the Enterprize, more than the Crow of Iron, which 
lay flipped down under the Carriages of the Pieces, 
they went quietly up again, and certified the Captain 
what had chanced, who fatished himſelf that it was 
a common thing to have a Crow of Iron flip from 
his place. But by this occaſion we made ſtay of our 
Attempt, yet were refolved to take another or a 
better opportunity. 

For we failed {till more North-ward, and Rawlins 
had more time to ramper with his Gunners, and the 
reſt of the Fnghh Renegadoes, who very willingly, 
when they conſidered 'the matter, and perpended 
the Reaſons, gave way unto the Proje, and with 
a kind of Joy {cemed to entertain the Motives; only 
they made a ſtop at the firſt Onſet who ſhould begin 
the Enterpriſe, which was no way fit for them to do, 
becauſe they were no Slaves, but Renegadoes, and 
{o - had always beneficial Entertainment amongſt 
them; but when it was once put in practice they 
would-be {ure not to fail chem, bur venture their 
Lives for God and their Country. But once again 
he is diſappoinred, and a ſuſpicious Accident brought 
him to recolle& his Spirits anew, and ſtudy on the 
danger of the Enterpriſe: thus it was; After the Re- 
negado Gunner had proteſted Secrecy by all that 
might induce a man to beſtow ſome Belief upon him 
he preſently went up the Scuttle, bur ſtayed not alofr 
a quarter of an hour, nay, he came ſooner down, and 
in the Gunner-room) ſat by Rawlus, who tarried for 
him where he Icft him; he was no ſooner placed, 
and entered into ſome Conference, bur there enter- 
ed into the place a furious Turk, with his Knife 
drawn, and preſcntced it to Rawins's. Body, who ve- 
rily ſappoſed he intended to kill him, as ſuſpicious 
that the Gunner had dilcover'd ſofnething ; whereat 

| Rawlins 
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Rawlins was much moved, and {5 haſtily asked what 
the matter meant, or whether he would Kill him or 
no2 Obſerving his Countenance, and according to 
the nature of Jealoulie, conceiting that his colour 
had a paſſage of Change, whereby his ſuſpicious 
Heart condemned him for a Traycor ; but that at 
more leiſure he {ware the contrary, and afterward 
proved faithful and induſtrious in the Enterprize: 
and for the preſent he anſwered Rawlins in this man- 
ner, No Maſter, be not afraid, I think he doth but jelt : 
with that John Rawlins gave back a little, and drew 
oat his Knife, ſtepping alſo to the Gunner's Sheath 
and taking out his, whereby he had two Knives to 
one which when the Turk perceived, he threw down 
his Knife ſaying he did bur jeſt with him. Bur (as 
ſaid ) when the Gunner perceived Rawls took it (0 
ill, he whiſper d ſomething in his Ear, thart at laſt fa- 
tied him, calling Heaven to witneſs, that he never 
ipake word of the Enterprize, nor ever would, cither 
to the prejudice of the Buſineſs or danger of his Per- 
ſon ; notwithſtanding, Rawhns kept the Knives in his 
Sleeves all night, and was troubled for that he had 
made ſo many acquainted with an ACtion of ſuch 
Importance ; but the next day, when he perceived 
the Coaſt clear, and that there was no caulc of fur- 
ther fear, he ſomewhat comforted himſelf. 

All rhis while Rawhns drew the Captain to lye for 
the Northern Cape, aſſuring him, that chereby he 
ſhould not mils Purchaſe, which accordingly fell our 
as a Wiſh would have it; but his Drift was. in 
truth, ro draw him from any Supply or Second of 
Turks, if God ſhould give way to their Enterprizs or 
ſucceſs to their ViQory ; yet: for the preſent, (the ſixth 
of February ) being twelve Leagues from the Cape, 
we deſcryed a Sail, and preſently rook the advan- 
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tage of the Wind in chaſing her, and at laſt ferch'd 
her up, making her ſtrike all her Sails, whereby we 
knew her to be a Bark belonging to Tor Bay neat 
D.rtmouth, that came from Aucrare laden with Salt : 
ere we had fully diſpatched, it chanced to be foul 
Weather, fo that we could not, or at leaſt would 
not make out our Boat, but cauſed the Maſter of the 
Bark to let down his, and come aboard with his 
Company, being in the Bark but nine Men and one 
Boy ; and ſo the Maſtcr leaving his Mate with two 
Men in the ſame, came himſelf wich five Men and 
the Boy unto us; whereupon, our Turkiſh Captain 
ſent ten Txrks to man her, amongſt whom were two 
Dutch and one Engliſh Renegado, who were of out 
Confederacy, and acquainted with the Buſineſs. 

But when Rawlins law this partition of his Friends, 
before they could hoyle out their Boat for the Bark, 
he made means to ſpeak with them, and told them 
plainly, that he' would proſecute the matter cither 
that Night or the next, and therefore what'oever 
came of it. they ſhould acquaint the Engliſh with his 
Reſolution, and make towards England, bearing up 
the Helm while the Turks flept, and ſuſpeted no 
ſuch matter; for by God's Grace, in his firſt Watch 
abour Mid-night, he would ſhew them a Light by 
which they might underſtand that the Enterprize 
was begun, or at leaſt in a good forwardnels for the 
Execution : and fo the Boat was Ict down, and they 
came to the Bark of Tor Bay, where the Maſter's 
Mate being icft {as before you have heard) quickly 
apprehended the matter, and heard the Diſcourle 
with Amazement ; bur time was precious, and not 
to be ſpent in diſputing or caſting of Doubts, whe- 
ther the Tarks that -were with them were able ro ma- 
ſter them or no, being ſeven to fix, conſidering = 
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bad the Helm of the Ship, -and the Turks being Soul- 


dicrs and ignorant in Sea Affairs, could not diſcover 
whether they went to Argzer or no; or if they did, 
they reſolved by Rawlmss Example to cut their 
Throats, or caſt them over-board: and fo I leave 
them to make uſe of thc Renegado's Inſtruttions, and 
return to Rawlins again. 

The Maſter of the Bark of Tor-Bzy, and his Com- 
pany, were quickly ſearched, and as quickly pillaged, 
and diſmiſſed to the Liberry of the Ship, whereby 
Kawlins bad leiſure to entertain him with the tament- 
able News of their Extremiries, and in a Word, of 
every particular which was befitting to the purpoſe : 
yea, he told him, chat that Night he ſhould es the 
fight of them, for they would make the Helm for 
England, and he would that Night and evermore 
pray for their good Succeſs and {afe Deliverance. 

When the Maſter of Tor-Bry Bark had hcard him 
out, and that his Company were Partakers of his Sto- 
ry, they became all ſilent, not cicher diffident of his 
Diſcourſe, or afraid of the Artempt, bur reſolved to 
a\hiſt him: yet co ſhew himſelt an underſtanding man 
he demanded of Rawlins what Weapons he had, anc 
in what manner he would exccute the Buſineſs> To 
which he anſwered, that he had Ropes and Iron- 
Hooks to make faſt the Scuttels, Gratings, and Cab- 
bins ; he had allo in the Gunner-room two Currtle- 
Axcs, and the Slaves had five Crows of Iron before 
them ; beſides, in the {cuMing they made no queſti- 
on of ſome of the Souldiers Weapons : then tor the 
manaer, he rold them they were ſure of the Ord- 
rance, the Gunner-room, and the Powder, and {o 
blocking them up, would cirher kill them as they 
came down, or turn the Ordnance againſt the Cab- 
bins, or blow them into the Air by one Stratagem or 
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other : and thus were they contented on all ſides» 
and reſolved to the Enterprize. 
1he next Morning, being the 7th day of February, 
the Prize of 7or-By was not to be (cen or found ; where- 
at the Captain began to ſtorm and ſwear, command- 
ing Kawlms to ſearch the Seas up and down for her, 
who beltowed all that day in the bufine(s, bur to 
little purpoſe : whereupon, when the Humour was 
lpcnt, the Captain pacifed himſelf, as conceiting he 
ſhould {ure find her at Argier; but by the Permithon 
of the Ruler of all Aftions, that Argier was England, 
aid all his Wickednels fruſtrated : for Rawlins being 
now ſtartled leaſt he ſhould return in this humour for 
the Streights, the cighth of February went down into 
the Hold, and finding a great 7 ot Water below, 
told the Captain of the ſame; adding, that it did not 
come to the. Pump, which he did very politickly, that 
he might remove the Ordnance; for, when the Cap- 
tain ask*d him the rcaſon, he told him the Ship was 
too far after the Head; then he commanded to ule 
the beſt mzats he could to bring her in order : ſure 
then, quoth' Rawlins, we mult quit our Cables, and 
bring four Picces of Ordnance after, and that would 
bring the Water to the Pump, which was preſently 
pur in practice : fo rhe Pieces being wſually made 
fitt thwart the Ship, we brought two of them with 
their Mouths right before the Biticle, and becauſe the 
Renegado Fle,mings would nor begin, it was thus con- 
cluded ; that the Ship having three Decks, we that 
did belong to the Gunner-room ſhould be all there, 
and break up the lower Deck; the Engliiſh Slaves, 
who alvvays lay in the middle Deck, ſhould do the 
like, and vvatch the Scuttels: Rawlins himſelf pre- 
vailed with the Gunner for ſo much Povvder as ſhould 
prime the Picces, and ſo told them all there uy no 
ct- 
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better Watch-Word nor means to begin, than upon 
the Report of rhe Piece ro make a Cry and Shrick, 
for God and King James, and St. George for Eng- 
land. 

When all things were prepared, and every man 
relolved, as knovving vyhat he had to do, and the 
hour yyhen it ſhould happen to be tvyo in the After- 
noon : Rawlins adviſed the Maſler Gunner to ſpeak 
to the Captain that the Sorildicrs might attend on the 
Poop, vvhich vyould bring the Ship after ; to which, 
the Captain vvas very vvilling ; and upon the 
Gunner's Information, the Souldiers got themſelves 
to the Poop, to the number of twenty, and five or 
{1jx vvent into the Caprains Cabbin, yyhere always 
lay divers Curtle-axes, and ſome Targets, and fowe fell 
to work to pump the Water, and carried the matter 
fairly till che next, day, vvhich vvas ſpent as the for- 
mer, being the ninth of February, 2nd as God muſt 
have the Praiſe, ſo the Triumph of our Victory. 

For by that time all things were prepared, and 
the Souldiers got upon the Poop, as the day before ; 
to avoid Suſpicion, all that did belong to the Gun- 
ner-room yvent down, and the Slaves in the mid- 
dle Deck attended their Buſineſs, fo that we may caſt 
up our Account in this manner, firſt, nine Engh(h 
Slaves belides John Rawlins, five of the Tor-Bay men, 
and one Boy; four Englih Renegades, and tvvo 
French, and tyvo Hollanders, in all four and twen 
and a Boy ; fo that lifting up our Hearts and Han 
ro God for the ſucceſs of the Buſincls, we were won- 
derfully encouraged, and ſctled our ſelves till the rc- 

rt of the Piece gave us vvarning of the Enterprize. 
Now you muſt conſider, that in this Company were 
rwo of Rawlins's Men, James Koe and John Davies, 
vyhom he brought out of Eng/ard, and vyhom the 
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Fortune of the Sea brought into the ſame Predica- 
ment yvith their Malier. Theſe vvere employcd 
about Noon to prepare their Matches, vvhilſt all 
the Tarks, or at leaſt moſt of them, ſtood on the 
Poop, to weigh down the Ship as it vyere, to bring 
the Water forvvard ro-the Pump; the one brought 
his Match lighted between two Spoons, the other 
bronght his in a little piece of a Can; and fo in the 
Name of God, the Turks and Moors being placed as 
you have heard, and five and forty in number: 
Rains having proined the Touch-holes, James Roe 
gave Fire ro one of the Pieces, about rvvo of the 
Clock in the Afrer-noon, and the Confederates up- 
on the Warning ſhouted moſt cheartully. The Re- 
port of the Piece did tear and break down all the Bi- 
ticle, and Compatles, and the Noiſe of the. Slaves 
made all the Souldiers amazed at the matter, till ſee- 
ing the Quarter of the Ship rent, and feeling the 
whole Body to ſhake under them: underſtanding the 
Ship was ſurprized, and the Attempt tended to their 
uttzr Deſtruftion, never Bear robb'd of her Whelps, 
was ſo fell and mad; for they not onely called us 
Dogs, and cryed out UVſance de Lamair, which is as 
much* as to fay, the Fortune of rhe Wars, but at- 
tempted to tcar up the Plancks, ſetting on vvork 
Hammers, Hatchers, Knives, the Oars of the Boar, 
the Boat-hook, their Curtle-Axes, and vvhat cle 
came to hand, beſides Stones and Bricks in the Cook 
Room : alt which, they threw amongſt us, attempt- 
ing ſtill ro brzak ap the Harches and Boards of the 
Sreering,, not defiſting from their former Exccrations 
and horrible Blaſphemics and Revilings. 

' When John Rawbns perceived them fo violent.and 
nnderſtood how the Slaves had cleared the Decks of 
all the Tarks and Moors beneath, he ſer a. Guard up- 
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Domeſtick and Foreign. A1 
on the Powder, and charged their own Muſquets a- 
gainſt them, killing them trom divers (court holes, both 
before and behind, and fo leflened their number, to 
the joy of all our hearrs ; whereupon they cried our, 
and called for the Pilot, and fo Rawlins, with ſome to 
guard him, went to them, and underitood them by 
their kneeling, that they cried for mercy, and to have 
their Lives ſaved, and x the would come down, which 
he bade them do, and ſo they were taken one by one 
and bound, yea killed with their own Curtle-axcs ; 
which when the reſt perceived, they called us Engliſh 
Dogs, and reviled us with many opprobrious terms, 
ſome leaping over-board, crying, it was the chance of 
War ; ſome were manacled, and ſo thrown over- 
board, and ſome were {lain and mangled with the 
Curtle-axcs, till the Ship was well cleared, and our 
ſelves at{ured of the ViRtory. 

Art the firſt report of our Piece, and hurly-burly in 
the Decks, the Caprain was writing in his Cabbin, 
and hearing the noiſe, thought ir ſome ſtrange acci- 
denr, and ſo came out with his Currle-Axe in his hand, 
prefuming by his Authority to pacihe the milſchict ; 
But when he caſt his eyes upon us, and ſaw that we 
were like to ſurprize the Ship, hgthrew down his Cur- 
tle-Axe, and begged us to ave his Life; intimating 
unto Rawlins how he had redeemed him from Vila- 
Riſe, and ever ſince admitted him to a place of Com- 
mand in the Ship, beſides honeſt uſage in the whole 
courſe of the Voyage. All which Rawlins confefled, 
and at laſt condeſcerded to Mercy, and brought the 
Captain and five more into Eng/znd. The Captain 
was called Ramtham-Kiſe, but his Chriſtian name was 
Henry Chandler, ang, as they ſay, a Chandlers Son in 
Southwark, John Good-ale was alſo an Engliſh Turk, 


Kichard Clark, in Turkiſh, Jafar ; George Cook, Rams 


dam ; 
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dam ; John Brown, Mamme ; William Winter, Muita- 
pha: belides all the Slayes and Hollanders, with other 
Renegadoes, who were willing to be reconciled to 
their true Saviour, as being formerly ſeduced with 
the hopes of Riches, Honour, Prefterment, and ſuch 
like deviliſh Baits, to catch the Souls of mortal Men, 
and cntangle Frailry in the Tarriers of horrible Abu- 
ſes, and impoſturing Deceit. 

When all was done, and the Ship cleared of the 
dead Bodies, John Rawlins aflembled his men toge- 
ther, and with one Conſent gave 'the Praiſe unto 
God, uſing the accuſtomed Service on Ship-board, 
and tor want of Books lifted up tke:r Voices to God, 
as he put into their Hearts, or renewed their Memo- 
rics; then did they ſing a Pla!m; and Jaſt of all, em- 
braced one another for playing the Men in fuch a 
Deliverance, whereby our Fear was turned into Joy, 
and trembling Hearts exhilerated, that we had eſca- 
ped ſuch inevitable Dangers, and elpeciallv theSlave- 

and terror of Bondage, worle than Death ir (elf. 

he ſame Night we waſhed our Ship, pur every thing 
in as good Order as we could, repairing the broken 
Quarter, ſet up the Biricle, and bore up the Helm 
for England; where, by God's Grace and good gui- 
ding, we arrived at PAmouth the thirteenth of Febyua- 
ry, and were welcomed like the recovery of the loſt 
Shcep, or as you read of a loving Mother that run- 
neth with Embraces to entertain her Son from a long 
Voyage, and eſcape of many Dangers. 
- As for the Bark that came from Tor-Bay, the next 
day after they lett us (as you have heard) the three 
Renegadoes acquainted the Maſter's Mate and the 
two Enghfh in her, with Rawlinss Determination, and 
that they themſelves would be true to them, and al- 
fiſt them in any Enterprize; then it the worſt ſome 
there 
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there were but ſeven to fix : bur, as it fell out, they 
had a more caſte Paſlage than Turmoyl or Man- 
ſlaughter; for, they made the Turks believe the Wind 
was come fair, and that they were failing ro Argier 
till they came within ſight of Englayd? which one © 
them amongſt the reſt diſcovered, ſaying plainly, thar 
that Land was not Cape Vincent : Yes, faith he that 
was at the Helm, and you will be contented, and 
go down into the Hold, and trim the Salr over to 
Wind-ward, whereby the Ship may bear full Sail; 
you ſhall know and ſee more to morrow : whereupon 
five of them went down very _— the Kenegadoes 
teigning themſelves aſleep, who preſently ſtarr up, and 
with the help of the rwo Engliſh, nailed down the 
Hatches, whereat the principal amongſt them much 
repined, and began to grow into Choller and Rage, 
had it not quickly been over-paſled; for one of them 
ſtep'd ro him and daſt'd our his Brains: the reſt were 
brought to Excefer, and there put in Goal, where 
they continued until Juſtice was executed upon them. 
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A remarkable Story of eight Men left in Green- 
land, Anno Chriſti, 1630. with a Relation of 
their ſtrange Pxeſeruation until the Ship's Re- 


IHYT. 


N the Year of our Lord, 1630. May the firſt, the 
Muſcovy Merchants of London ſent a Ship called the 
$4lutation of London, for Green-land, which arrived 
there in Safety the eleventh of June following, roge- 
ther with two other Ships; all which were command- 
ed by Captain William Goodler. The Ship wherein 
the Captain was, ſtayed at Bell-ſound; this ofthe Sakt- 
tation, 
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tation, at the Fore-land; and the Captain meeting 
with ſtore of Whales, quickly made a great Voyage, 
and fo ſent for the Salutation, to take in part of his 
Train-Oyl. By the way as they went to him, meet- 
ing with crols Winds, the Maſter fer cight of his 
Met: on ſhore to kill ſome Veniſon, in a place where 
therc uſed to be good ſtore. Theſe Men taking with 
them a Brace of Dogs, a Snap-hance,two Lances, and 
a Tinder-box, went on ſhore, and that day they laid 
fourtcen good Deer upon the Ground ; and then be- 
ing weary, and the Night coming on, they berook 
themſelves to reſt, intending the next day to make 
an end of their Hunting, and to return to their Ship ; 
but the next day proved foggy, and there was much 
Ice between the Shore and the Ship, and the Wind 
coming Southerly, the Ship was fain to ſtand fo far 
off into the Sea to te clear of the Ice, that they loſt 
the ſight of her; and the Weather growing thicker 
and thicker they thought fir to hunt along the Shore 
to Green- Harbour, and there to ſtay aboard the Ship, 
till cheir own Ship ſhould come into the Porr. 

In this paſſage thev killed cight Deer more; and fo 
haying laden their Shallop with Veniſon, they kept 
on their courſe to Green-Harbour ; But when they came 
chither, they found, ro their great aſtoniſhment, that 
the Ship was departed. Being thns fruſtrated of their 
exp<Qation, and having but three daycs to the utrer- 
molt expiration of their limiced rime for their depar- 
ture out of that Countrey, they thought it their beſt 
courle to make all ſpeed poſhble to Be/-ſound to their 
Captain : 'and leſt x from ſhould prove dangerous, they 
lightened their -Shallop by heaving their Venizon 
over-board into the Sea; and fo thev haſted all they 
might, and that night got half way ; but the dark Fog 
incrcating, they were forced to. come in a m_ _ 

an 
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Land till the next day at noon : Ar which time, the 
weather being clearer, they haſted forward ; but ha- 
ving no Compals to dirett their Courle by, they wan- 
dred up and down fo long till the Ships were depart- 
ed. This filled them with tear and aſtoniſhment,know- 
ing that neither Chriſtian nor Heathen had ever inha- 
bited thoſe deſolate Climares : yea, they had heard 
that the Merchants had endeavoured, with profers of 
reat Rewards, and of ſufficient Furniture, and provi- 
oo of all things neceſlary, to hire ſome to undertake 
to winter in thoſe Parts, bur could never meet with 
any that would advencure their Lives to ſo hazardous 
an undertaking. They had heard alſo, that the 
Company of Muſ:ovy Merchants had once procured 
the Reprieveof ſome Farw 27 anon vue ro death 
here in England, unto whom they promiſed Pardon, 
ether with Rewards, and proviſion of Cloaths, Vi- 
ftuals, and all other neceſlarics, if they would ſtay one 
Winter there; but when they came x Ew and took 
a view of the deſolateneſs of the place, they conceived 
ſuch horror and fear in their hearts, chole rather tore- 
turn for England, and there to atisfe the Law with the 
lols of their Lives, than to ſtay in fo defolare and 
darkſome a Countrey. They-remembred alſo, a more 
terrible Example of nine good and able men left there 
formerly by the ſame Maſter that had now left them, 
who all died miſcrably upon the place; and whoſe 
Bodies were fearfully disfigured by the ſavage Bears 
and hungry Foxes, which are the only Inhabitants of 
that comfortleſs Countrey. All which made them like 
amazed men to ſtand one looking upon another, eve- 
ry one fore-ſecing the future calamities both of hing 
elf and of his Fellows : and that which much increa- 
ſed their horrour, was, their want of all neceſlary Pro- 
viſion for the Life of man, having neither Cloaths to 


keep

keep them warm, nothing for ſhift, nor Food to pre- 
yentthe miſeries of cruel Famine, nor a Houſe where- 
in to ſhrowd themſelves from the extremity of Cold. 
But after a ſpace, knowing that Delay in Extremi- 
ries is the Mother of all Danger, they began ro. con- 
ceive Hope out of the depth of Deſpair; and therefore 
they conſulced together of the likelteſt courſe for their 
prelervation 'in that place : and reſolved upon the op- 
portunity of the next fair Weather to go to Green- 
Harbor to kill fome Veniſon for part of their Winter 
Proviſion ; which accordingly they did, but found 
not ſo many Deer as they expected; yer'the firſt day 
they killed ſeven, and four Bears to boot, which they 
allo intended to cat: The next day they killed fix 
Deer more; and as they returned they killed {!xrmore 
and then the Weather proving foul and cold,” they 
Jaded their Shallop with the Decr and Bears; and 
finding another Shallop left there, as uſually they: dg 
Year to Year, they laded ir wich Graves of 
Whales that had been boyled there that Year; and 
fo dividing themſelves into thoſe two Shallops, they 
took the frſ opportunity of returning to Bel/-found, 
to their Fent, where chey intended to take up their 
Reſt for the Winter. 
Bur in their Paſſage, the Night coming on, and 
the Wind blowing- hard, they were forced ro ſtay 


in the midſt way, at Butte! Cove, for that Night ; there : 


they faſtened rheir Shallops one to another, and caſt- 
mg out their Anchor, they left them riding in the 
Cove. 

But here again, for the Tryal of their Paricnce, 
and to teach them to relye more upon God's Provi- 
dence than upon any ourward means of their own 
this Miſchance befell them ; The Wind blowing har 
into the Cove, and their Anchor coming home, their 
Shallop 
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Shallop ſunk into the Sea, and fo wet all their Proyi- 
fion, and ſome of it they tound fwumming up ard 
down by the Shore. The Sight hereot wonderfully 
troubled them, to ſee the beſt par: of their Proviſion, 
the only hope of their Lives under God, in danger 
cither- utterly to be loſt, or to be ſpoiled by the Sea- 
Water, for. which they had taken fuch Palins and 
run ſo many Adventures in the getting of &t: and in 
this their Miſery they ſaw but one Remedy, and 
that was a deſperate one; vis. to run into the High- 
wrote Sea to their Shallops, to ſave the remainder of 
their Proviſions, now ready to be waſhed away by 
the Billows: this they did, and by main force drew 
the Shallops to the Shogg, then they went along by 
the Sea fide to gather up ſuch of their Proviſions as 
was ſwimming up and down; and when the. Wea- 
ther proved fair, they went on to Be/l-ſound, where 
being arrived, they twok our their Proviſion, and 
viewed the great Tent which was built of Timber 
and Boards, and. covered with Flemmiſh Tyles; the 
uſe'of it was for the Coopers to work, and- lodge in 
whilſt they 'made Casks for the putting up of the 
Train Oyl; and they reſolved to build atother fmall- 
er Tent within that for their Habitarion z and accord- 
ingly taking down a lefler 'Fent that ſtood near to 
ir, wherein the Land-men lay whilſt they made their 
Oyl, they fetched their Materials from thence, both 
Boards, Poſts, and Rafters, and from the Chimneys 
of the Furnaces they took a thouſand Bricks; they 
found allo tour Hogſhcads of Lime, which mingled 
with Sand from the Shore, made good Mortar; but 
the Weather was grown fo extream cold, that they 
were fain to make two Fires on both ſides to k 

their Mortar from freezing: then they raiſed a Wall 
of one Brick thickneſs againſt the inner Planks of 


the 
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the fide of the Tent ; but by that they had walled 
ewo {ides of their Houſe, their Bricks failed, lo that 
they were forced to build the other two fides of 
Boards, which being nailed on both fides the Polls, 
they were hollow berween, which they filled up with 
Sand, that made it {p tight, that the leal(t breath of 
Air could not poſhbly annoy them. The length of 
their Tent was 20 toot, and the breadth 16; their 
Chimney was the breadth'of a Deal-board, and four 
toot high; they ſctled it with boards five or 11x times 
double, that no Wind conld poſhbly ger thorough: 
the Door they made as cloſe as they could, and lined 
it with a Bed that they found thete, which came over 
both the opening and ſhutng of «t ; they made no 
Windows, having no Light but what can ethorough 
the Chimney ; then ct they up four-Cabins, quar- 
tering themſelves two = rwo in a Cabins their 
Beds were the Deer Skins drycd; which was a warm 
and comfortable Lodging for them in their Diltrels. 
Their next Care was for firing ;- and finding ſeven 
old Shallops which were unſerviceable, they brake 
them up, and ſtowed thear over the Beams in che 
reat Tres make ir the warmer, and to keep the 

now from driving thotongh the Tyles into the T cnt: 
and by this time the cold encreaſing, and ſcarce ha- 
ving any-day at all, they ſtaved ſorne empty Cask, 
and brake two old Coolers (whetein they a i their 
Oyl) providing whatſoeyer firing they could, with- 
out prejudice to the next Years Voyage: yet conſt- 
deting the ſmall quantity of Fuel, the —_—_ of 
Cold, and the long time of their Abode, they hul- 
banded ir as thriftily as pofhibly they could. 

Having thus firted every thing in the beſt man- 
ner they were able, on the twelfth of September look- 
ug out into the Sound, they eſpyed two Sea Horſes 
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lying aſleep on a piece of Ice, whereupon, takin 

& ke 71 Hall prank they haſted ro them, anc 
firſt flew the old one and then the young one : and 
{o bringing them aſhote,they flayed them,roſted,and 
cat theni., Not long after, they killed another; bur 
the Nights and cold Weather incteaſmg on them 
and they viewing their Proviſion, found it roo ſmall 
by half; whereupon they ſtinted themſelves to one 
reaſonable meal a day, and agreed to faſt Wedneſ- 
days and Fridays,cxcepting from the Graves, or Frit- 
ters of the Whale, ( which was a very loathſom 
meat ) of which they allowed themſelves ſufficient 
for their preſent hunger : at which Dict they con- 
tinued about three Months. 

Having finiſhed whatever they could invent for 
their Reevadea, they found that all their Cloaths 
and Shoes were torn; to repait which, they had this 
new device; of Rope-yarn they made thread, and 
of Whale-bones Needles,to few their cloaths withal : 
Bur O#ober the tenth, the Nights being grown very 
long, and the Cold fo violent, that all the Sea was 
trozen over, and they having norte now to CXer- 
ciſe their minds upon, were troubled with a thou- 
land imaginations ; ſometimes they bewailed their 
abſence from their Wives and Children, thinking 
what gricf it would be to them to hear gfqheir mil. 
carriage : then thought they of their Parents, and 
what a cutting corroſive it would be to them to hear 
of their untimely deaths, &c. and being thus tor- 
mented in their minds with fear and-grief, and pinch- 
ed in their Bodics with hunger and. cold, the hide- 
ous monſter. of Deſperation pteſented his uglieſt 
ſhape unto them : But thinking it not beſt to give 
way fo grief and fear, they doubled their Prayers, 
to Almighty God fot —_— and Patience in their 

mk 
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miſeries, by whoſe Afliſtance, they ſhook off their 
former Thoughts, and cheared up themlſclyes to uſe 
the beſt means for their Preſervation. 

Then, for the better husbanding of their Veniſon 
and Jengthning of their fiering, they thought belt 
to roaſt every day half a Deer, and to ſtow it in 
Hogſheads, which accordingly they did, leaving fo 
much'raw as would ſerve to roaſt every Sabbath-day 
a Quarter, &c. And when this was over, they began 
again to think of their enſuing Miſcry, which they 
found much aggravated, by reaſon their Whale- 
Fritters, after they had becn drenched in the Sea 
Water, lying cloſe together, were grown mouldy 
and ſpoiled ; and again furyeyin their Bear and 
Veniſon, they found that it would not afford them 
five Meals a Week, whereupon they were fain to 
cut off one Mcal more; ſo that for three months at- 
ter, four days in the Week they fed upon the unſa- 
voury, mouldy Whale-Fritters, and the other three 
they teaſted with Bear and Veniſon: But beſides the 
want of Meat, they now began to want Light, fo 
that all their Meals were Suppers; for from the four- 
tcenth of Oftober to the third of February, they ne- 
ver {aw the Sun, ſo much as peep above the Horizon; 
but the Moon, when ' not obſcured with Clouds 
they always ſaw ſhining as bright as in England ; all 
which darkſome time, they could not certainly tel] 
when it ſhould be day and when night. 

In the beginning of this Darkneſs they ſought 
ſome means to preſerye Light, and finding a piccc 
of Shcet-lead, and fomEOyl in the Coopers Toms 
and Rope-yarn, they made a Lamp, which they 
kept continually burning, and was a great Comfort 


to them in their extremity ; and indeed, Comfort. 


was much wanting to them; for, "in the beginning 
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of January the Weather was ſo vehement cold, that 
it raiſed Bliſters on their Fleſh as it they had been 
burnt with Fire, and if at any-time they touched 
Iron it would ſtick to their Fingers like Bird-lime ; 
it they went out a doors to fetch in a little Water, ic 
would {o pinch them, that they were fore as if they 
had been beaten. In the beginning of W inter, 
with Pick-axes breaking the Ice daily, hef got 
ſome Water on the Sea Shore; bur, after the tenth 
of January they had none but Snow-Water which 
they melted with hot Irons, which was their only 
Drink till the twentieth of May following, 

By the laſt of Jammary the Days were ſeven or 
eight Hours long, and then viewing their Vituals 
again, they found that it would not laſt above ſix 

ecks longer, which made them fear further Fa- 
mine; but they had recourſe tro God, who they 
knew could ſupply them beyond their Hopes. 

Looking out on a bright day, they ſaw a great 
ſhe Bear with her Cub, coming towards their T ent ; 
whereupon, arming themſelves wich their Lances, 
they went forth, and ſtaid her coming; ſhe ſoon 
calt her greedy Eves upon them, and hoping to de- 
your them, haſted rowards them; but, with their 
Lances they gave her {vch an hearty Welcome, that 
ſhe tumbled upon the ground, 'biting the Snow for 
Anger: the Cub ſeeing this eſcaped by Flight : The 
Weather was fo cxtream cold, that they were fain |, 
preſently tor retire into the 'Tent, and having warm- , 
ed themſelves, they drew in the dead Bear, where- 
with _ dined merrily, and this Bear ſerved them 
twenty days; only this milchance they had, cating 
her Liver, it made their Skin peel off. When ſhe 


| was ſpent, they yet feared that their Veniſon would 


hot hokd out till the Fleet come from England ; bur. 
+ 70a 
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God ſcent many Bears to their Tents, by times, at 
leaſt torty, whereof they killed ſeven ; one of which 
was exceeding great, at leaſt ſ1x foot high; ſo that 
their Food encreaſing they kept not themſelyes to 
{uch ſhort Commons, bur oft cat two or three meals 
a day, which much encreaſed their Strength. 

By this, the chearful days lengthened fo faſt 
that ſeveral forts of Fowl reſorted thither : March 
the ſixteenth, one of their Maſtifls went abroad 
which they never ſaw after. Upon'the coming of 
the Fowls, the Foxcs, which all Winter had kept 
their Burroughs under the Rocks, came abroad to 
{eek for their Livings ; whercupon they ſet u 
Traps, which they baited with the Skin of thel 
Fowls; by which means, they caught, at times, fifty 
Foxes ; all which they coſted, and found to be good 
Meat : then taking the Bear-skins, laying the 
ſide upwards, and making Springs of W hale-bone 
they caught about fixry Fowls,as big as Pidgeons. 

May the firſt the Weather began to be pr 
warm, fo that they went abroad to ſeek for Proviſt 
on, but nothing they could find for many days} tf 
till at length they met with abundance of Willbcky ct 
Eggs, of which they carricd home thirty, intendingy tl 
the next day to ſtock themſclves with Abundance at 
more; but that day proved fo cold that they could 
not ſtir out of their Tent. "The ſame day ther} ct 
came two Ships of Hull into the Sound, who know4 (a 
ing that ſome men had been lett there the Year beÞ cl 
tore, being very deſirous to know whether they were 7; 
dead or alive, the Maſter manned forth a Shalloy 
ro £0 as near the Shore as they could, and ſo ova V 
the Ice to the Tent; when theſe men came near un G! 
to 1t they haled them with the uſual Word at Seaff H 
crying Hey, to which one of them in the oy a L 
wered 
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ſfwered again Hoe ; which - ſudden Anſwer al- 
moſt amazed them all: bur perceiving them to be 
the -yery men left there, with joyful Hearts they 
embraced one another; and ſo coming into the 
Tent, . they ſhewed the Hu//-men the curtelic of the 
Houle, giving them ſome Veniſon which was roalt- 
cd four months before, and a Cup of cold Water, 
which, for Novelty fake, they kindly accepted of. 
After a little Diſcourſe, thele eight men reſfolyed 
to leave their Tent, and to go with them to their 
Ship, where they were welcomed alter the hearrticſt 
= kindeſt,Engih manner; and fo they ſtaid with 
them till the London Fleet came, which was three 
days after; at which time, they went aboard the 
Admiral, in which Captain William Goodler was, who 


made them very welcome, and gave order that they 


ſhould have any thing which was in the Ship that 
might do them good: he gave them Apparel allo, 


to the value of twenty pounds, fo that after fourteen 
days refreſhment they grew all perteftly well; bur, 
when ſome of them went to their own Maſter thar 
had left them there, he fcll foul upon them, calling 
them Rit-a-ways, with other harſh Terms, far 
enough from the Civility of an honeſt man. Thus 
they continued in the Fleet until the 20th of Augnf, 
at which time, with joyful Hearts, they ſer Sail tho- 
row the foaming Ocean; and though lometimes 
crofled with contrary Winds, yet at laſt they came 
lately to an Anchor, in the Riyer of Thames, and 
the Myſcovy Merchants dealt very well by them. 
The Names of thoſe eight Men thus l*ft in Green-land. 
William Fakely, Gunner; Edward Peltham,Gunner's 
Mate, that wrote this Story ; John Wiſe and Robert 
Goodfellow, Seamen ; Thomas Ayers, Whale-curter, 
Henry Bet, Cooper; John Daws and Richard Kellet, 
Land-men.

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A notable Story of Edgar, King of England, how 
he was, by his chief F avourite, circumvented 0 
the fair Lady Elfrida, and how. afterwar 
the King was revenged of him for the ſame. ' 


His Edgar, firnamed the Peaceable, the thirticth 
Monarch of the Eng/ih men, was a Prince en- 
dowed with a great many Vertues, and as man 
Vices; and of all Vices, moſt to Laſciviouſnels, 
of which the Chronicles relate many Examples: we 
ſhall only inſtance in one, which, for the variety of 
the matter, deſeryeth to be recorded unto Poſte- 
rity. 

Fames. laviſh Report of beauteous Efrida (the 
Paragon” of her Sex, and Wonder of Nature) the 
only Daughter of Ordgarus, Duke of Devonſhire, 
ſounded fo loud in thoſe Weſtern parts, that the 
Eccho thereof was heard into King. Edgar's Court, 
and entered his Ears, which ever lay open to give 
his Eyes the Scope of Deſire, and his wanton thoughts 
the Reins of Will: to try the Truth whereof, he 
ſecretly ſent his Minion or Fayourite, Earl Ethel- 
wold of Eait-Anglia, who well could judge of Beauty, 
and knew the Dyet of the King, with Commithon 
that if the Pearl proved fo orient it ſhould be ſeized 
for Edgar's own wearing, who meant to make her 
his Queen, and Ordgar«s the Father of a King. 

Ethetwood a jolly young Gallant, poſted into De- 
vonſhire, and gueſt-wiſc viſited Duke Ordgarw his 
Court ; where ſceing the Lady ſurpaſſing the Re- 

mn, blam'd Fame's: over-fight for ſounding. her 

raiſe in ſo baſe and leaden a Trumpet; and whol- 
ly (furprized with her Loyc himſelf, began to _

- Earl 
Ethelwold following the Game now on Foot , de- 
fired Edgar's Aſhſtance to bring it to a ſtand, pretend- 
ing not ſo much for any liking to the Lady as to 
raiſe his own Fortunes by being her Father's Heir 
to which the King yielded, and (ignorant of what 
had paſled ) follicited Ordgarus in To behalt of his 
Minton Ethetwo/d. The Duke, glad to be ſhroud- 
ed under the fayour of ſuch a Favourite, willingly 
conſented, and his Daughters Deſtiny's aſſured to 
Earl Ethelwold. 

The Marriage folemnized, and the Fruits thereof 
a ſhort time enjoyed, the Fame of her Beauty be- 
gan to be ſpread and that with a larger Epithet than 
formerly it had been : whereu n, Edgar much 
doubting of double dealing, laid his Angle fair to 
catch this great Gull; and bearing no ſhew of wrong 
or (uſpet, invited himſelf ro hunt in his Parks; 
and forthwith repairing into thoſe parts, did not a 
little grace his old Seryanr, to the great Joy of Ord- 
garus the Duke. But, Ethelwold miſiraliing the * 
cauſe of his coming, thought by one Policy to dif 
appoint another ; and therctore revealing the truth 
to his Wite, how in his Proceedings he had wrong- 
ed her Beauty and deceived his Sovereign, requeſt- 
ed her loving affiſtance to ſave now his endangered 
Life, which lay in her power: and of the means he 
thus adviſcth.

* I unblameable, fince it is no Deccit to deceive

Having 
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Having taken upon her this Reſolution, to be a 
tight Woman, and like a true Daughter of Eve, 
deliring nothing more than the thing torbidden,ſhe 
made preparation to pur it in Praftice : Her Body 
ſhe endulced with the ſweeteſt Balms, diſplayed her 
Hair, and belpangled it with Pearls, beltrewed her 
Brealts with Rubies and Diamonds, rich Jewels 
like Stars depended at her Neck, and her other 
Ornaments every way alike, coltly and fuirable,' fo 
that ſhe ſeemed the Paragon of Nature, and appear- 
ed rather like an Angel than an earthly Creature.

The Story of Mackbeth, K ing of Scotland. 


A Bout the Year of our Lord, 1949. one Duncau 
was King of Scotland, who being of a ſoft, gen- 
tle Nature, unapt for Warlike Exerciſes, and to 
govern {o robuſtious and rough a People as the 

Scots z 
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Scots; he therefore, in all matters of Importance,em- 
ployed two of the principal of his Nobles, Mackbeth 
and Banguho. Thele two travelling together toward 
Fores, whercas the King then lay, they went ſport- 
ing by the way together, without other Company 
ſaving only themſelves; as they thus journeyed 
thorough the Woods and Fields, ſuddenly, in the 
midſt of a Launde, there mer them three Women, 
in ſtrange and antick Apparel, reſembling Creatures 
of an elder World ; whom when they atrentively 
beheld, wondering much at ſuch an uncouth fight, 
the firſt of them ſpake and ſaid, All hail Mackbeth, 
Thane of Glammis : ( Thane was a Title unto which 
that of Ear/ afterwards ſucceeded ; and he had new- 
ly entered into that Dignity of G/ammis by the 

th of his Father who was Thane thercot;) the (e- 
cond of them ſaid, Hail Mackbeth Thane of Cawder; 
and the third coming up to him, aid, All hail 
Mackbeth that hereafter ſhall be King of Scotand. 
This is unequal dealing ſaid Banguho, to give my 
Friend all the Honours, and none unto me; yes, 
(faith the firſt of them) we promiſe greater Benefirs 
unto thee, than unto him, for he ſhall reign indeed, 
but wich an unlucky end; neither ſhall he leave any 
Iflue behind him to. ſucceed in his place ; where 
contrarily, thou indeed ſhalt not reign ar-all, bur 
of thee thoſe ſhall be born which ſhall govern the 
FSeottiſh Kingdom by long Order of continual De- 
ſcent: and having faid theſe Words, they imme- 
diately vaniſhed our of their f1ghr. 

This ſtrange Apparition was reputed at the firſt 
byt ſome vain fantaſtical Illuſion by Mackbeth and 
Banguho ; inſomuch, that B:nquho would oftentimes 
1a jeſt, call Mackbeth King of Scot/and, and Mackbe th 
again would call him in ſport likewiſe, the Father 
Ot 
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of many Kings. Bur afterwards, upon more ſerious 


Conſideration, the common Opinion was, that 


cheſs Women were the Wezrd Siſters, viz. the God- 
deſles of Deſtiny ; or elſe ſome Nymphs or Fairies, 
endowed with knowledge of Prophecy by their Ne- 
cromantical Science, becauſe eyery thing came to 
pals as they had ſpoken. 

For, ſoon after their Arrival at Cotirt, the Thane 
of Cawder being condemned of Treaſon againſt the 
King, his Title, Lands, Livings, and Offices, were 
given, of the King's Liberality, unto Macketh. 

The ſame Night at Supper Bangquho jeſted with 
him, and ſaid, Now Mackbeth thou haſt obtained 
thoſe things which the two former Siſters omiled, 
there remainerh only for thee to purchaſe that which 
the third ſaid ſhould come to paſs. Encouraged 
thus by Banquho's. Words, but more by aflurance 
of his hel ing hand, he reſolved not to be wanting 
to himſelf to fulfill the Prophecy of the third Weird ; 
his Wite alfo encouraging him much tothe Arttempc 
being very ambitious, and burning with unquench- 
able deſire to bear the name of a Queen. 

Hereupon, to put his diſloyal Thoughts into Ex- 


_ ecution, he mutthers the King; and by reaſon of 


his Command among the Souldiers and common 
People, he ſucceeded in his Throne, and was crown- 
ed at Scone, the uſual place for the Coronation of 
their Kings : and being thus inveſted in the Regal 
Chair, he, for a while uſed great Juſtice and Libe- 
rality amongſt his Subjects, whereby he gained the 
_ both of the Nobles and Common Peo- 
ple. 

Bur, as commonly thoſe who make a Ladder of 
Miſchief to climb up to Promotion, are ever jealous 
of choſe who may prejudice their unjuſt Titles, -

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he calling ro Mind the Predi&tion given to his Com- 
panion Barguho, whom hereupon ſuſpetting as his 
Supplanter, he cauſed to be killed, rogerhex, with 
his whole Kindred, Fzance his Son only, with much 
difficulty, eſcaping into Wales. Glad he was now 
that he was freed from this Fear, but yet, for his 
further Security, he built a ſtrong Caſtle on the top 
of an high Hill called Dxn{nane, ten miles from 
Perth, on ſuch a proud height, that ſtanding there 
aloft, a man might behold well near all the Coun- 
tries. of Angus, Fife, Stermond, and Ernedale, as it 
were lying underneath him, making this his ordi- 

Seat z yet could not his guilty Conſcience be 
ſtill ſecure; but, upon new Fears conſulting with 
certain Wizards abour his future Eſtate, was told by 
one, that he ſhould never be overcome till Bername 
Wood (which was forne few miles diftant_) did come 
to Dunſmane Caſtle; and by another, that he ſhould 
never be flain by any Man born of a Woman.

comne, with Syword, Earl of Northumberland, and 
ten thouſand well appointed Souldicrs, marched in- 
to Scotland, to whom - joyned ſome few Patriots 
which had not yet felt the Tyrants Sword. Theſe 
marching with as much Privacy as ſo great an Ar- 
my could be capable of, came one Night to Ber- 
mane Wood, and carly in the Morning marched, 
every 
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every Man bearing a Bough in his hand the better 
to keep them from Dilcovery, toward Dun/naze 
Caſtle, which they preſently took by Scalado. Mack- 
beth eſcaping, was purſued, over-taken, and urged 
to fight by Mackduffe, to whom the Tyrant halt in 
Scorn replyed, that in vain he attempted his death, 
for it was his Deſtiny never to be ſlain by any man 
born of a Woman, now then is thy fatal Hour 
come, {aid Mackduffe, for I was neyer born of a 
Woman, but violently cut out of my Mothers Bel- 
ly, ſhe dying before her Delivery ; which Words 
b daunted the Tyrant, though otherwiſe a man of 
good Performance, that he was eaſily-flain, and 
Malcolmne Cammore, the true Heir of the Crown, 
ſeated in the Throne. 

In the mean time, whilſt theſe things were afting, 
Fleance the Son of Banguho lo thrived in Wales, that 
he grew into great fayour and eſtimarion with the 
Prince of that Countrey, and into ſuch familiari 
with his Daughter, that ſhe, of courtehie, in the me 
ſuffered him to get her with Child ; which” being 
once underſtood, her Father the Prince conceived ſuch 
hatcful diſpleaſure towards F /eance,that he finally flew 
him,and held his Daughter in moſt vile ſtate of (cr- 
vieude, for that ſhe had conſented to be on this wiſe 
deflowred by a Stranger. 

At the laſt yet ſhe was delivered of a Son, na- 
med Walter, who within few years proved a Man 
of greater Courage and Valiancy than any other 
had commonly been found, although he had no 
better bringing up than ( by his Grand-fathers Ap- 
pointment) amongſt the bater ſort of People. How- 
beit he ſhewed ever, even from his Infancy, that 
there reigned in him a certain ſtoutneſs of Stomach, 
ready to attempt high Enterprizes. Ir _—_ 
alling 
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falling out with one of his Companions, after many 
taunting Words which paſſed berwixt them, the 
other, to his Reproach, objefted that he was Ille- 
gitimate z wherewith being ſore kindled, in his ra- 

ing Fury he ran upon him and flew him out of 
Ry then was he glad to flee out of Wales: and 
coming into Scot/and to ſeek ſome Friendſhip there, 
he -happened into the Company of ſuch Engliſh 
men as were come thither with Queen Margaret, 
the Siſter of Edgar Atheling, who was married to 
Malcolme ; and now he behaved himſelf ſo {oberly 
in all his Demeanour, that within a while he was 
highly-cſteemed amongſt them. 

Noe long after, by ſuch means attaining to the 
degree of high Reputation, he was ſcnt with a grear 
Power of Men into the Weſtern Iles, into Ga/loway 
and other parts of the Realm, to deliver the ſame 
of the Tyranny and injurious Opprefſion there ex- 
erciſed by divers miſgoverned Perſons; which En- 


terprize, according to his Commiſion, he atcheived } 


with ſuch prudent Policy and Man-hood, that im- 
mediately upon his Return to the Court he was 
made Lord Steward of Scotland; from which Office 
the name of Steward became as the Sir-name of alt 
his Poſterity. From this Water deſcended that Ro- 
tert Steward, who was after, in Right of his Wite, 
King of Scot/and; ſince which time, there was ſuc- 
celhvely nine Sovereigns of that Name in Scotland, 
and three in England, King James, King Charles 
the Firſt, and King Charles the Second. 


And may the Providence above ſo nouriſh, 
That Name in England may for ever fouriſh.

Bur under this green Graſs of Diſſimulation lav 
lurking the Serpent of Ingratirude and Deceit; for 
this inhocent Maid miſtruſting no Evil, as ifitend- 
10g none, was by the fly Inftnuations of that Decei- 
ver, whole Loye was Lace, and Faith —_ 
under + 
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under Pretence of ſeeing ſome Friends, carried on 
Board of a Barbadoes Ship, where this wicked W rerch 
(O Grief to hear) for rwenty Pounds moſt villa- 
nouſly ſold her to be a Slave. Thus the Cat ha- 
ving plaid a while with the Moufe, art laſt deyours 
her; thus the innocent Lamb is,by the Wiles of the 
Fox, betrayed to her own Deſtruction. 

This wicked Wretch having receiyed his Money, 
departeth home with the Reward of Iniquity, the 
whulſt the Ship fer Sail from Graveſ-end, manned 
with fouricore tall Men, and the Wind ſtanding 
fair, they ſmoothly glide along the Thames, and en- 
ter into thar yaſt Gulph, the boundleſs Occan ; but 
the Heavens being angry for the forcible carrying 
away of this innocent Virgin, ſent forth ſuch a vio- 
lent Tempeſt on the Seca, as made the ſtoureſt'Spi- 
rit of them all ro tremble; for they had not failed 
far, when there aroſe -a. foggy Miſt from out the 
Seas, {o that. the clearneſs of the Skies might not be 
ſcen for the darkneſs of the Air, dreadful Flaſhes of 
Lightning ſeemed to have ſer the Seas on Fire, and 
tcrrible'Vollies of Thunder threatned the ſhaking of 
the, Heayens, and fundring of the Earth ; Showers 
of Rain poured down amain, which, with the Impe- 
tuoſity of the Winds, 'canſed Showers of Tears to 
trickle down-the Cheeks of the ſtoureft Spirits there,

Now wete the Saylors in their Dumps, knowing 
their Lot was perpetual Slavery: bur the lovel 
Maid, in whom Beauty ſar eriumphant, thoug 
htely ſhaded: with the Clouds of Fear, began to 
pluck up her Spirits, knowing that ſhe had not worle- 
ned her Condition, but changed her Maſters; and 
this gave her prear Content, to fee thoſe unto whom

Lor withr her; ſo' that thoſe Roſes which before

glio. 

Accordingly, in purſuance of his intended Pur 
poſe, he traketh the lovely Damfel, out of Prifor 
treats her nobly, and cloaths her gorgeovſly ; who, 
not willing to hide thoſe Luſtres wherewith ſhe ha 
captivated the Eyes of thole Mahumetans, employs 
her utmoſt Skill, with the bravery of Apparel, 
add to, thoſe Perteftions of Nature. . In the meat 
time, a Meſlenger is diſpatched to the Grand Seig 
nior's Court, to certifie him of the beautiful Prize 
which was coming to him ; the Governour, with 
his Charge, following more leiſurely after.

They therefore continued cight days in 
Prayer: after which, a certain Shoo-maker , by 
Revelation to a Biſhop, was deſigned to 2orues it, 
This Shoo-maker, once tempred to Luſt by fight 
of a young Woman, in putting on her Shoo, zca- 
loufly had fulfilled that of the Goſpel, and literally 
had put out his right Eye: he now, on the day ap- 
poinred; with other Chriſtians, following the rols, 
and lifting his hands to Heaven, prayed to God to 
have Mercy on his People ; and then with a loud 
Voice commanded the Mountain, in the Name of 
the Father; Son ,- and Holy Ghoſt, to remove 
which preſently, with great Terror -to the Catip 
and all his People,'was effected.

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In Drangiana, a Province of Perſia, near unto a 
City called Mulebet, lived a ſeditions Perfian, named

niſhed with the beſt Trees and Fruis he could find, 
adorned with divers Palaces and Houſes of Pleaſure, 
baurified with Gold Works, Pifturcs, and Furni- 
tures of Silk, There, divers Pipes, anſ{yyering di- 
yers parts of theſe Palaces, yvere ſeen to run Wine 
Milk, Honey, and clear Water.

Hither he brought all the luſty Youths 
he could light on, caſting them into Priſon, vvhere 
they endured much Sorrovy and Woe. And vyhen 
he thought. good, he cauſed a certain Drink to be

e cauſed them to be carried into divers Chambers 
of the ſaid Palaces, where they ſaw the things afore- 
laid as ſoon as they awaked; each of them having 
thole Damſels tro miniſter Meats and excellent 
Drinks, and all yaricties of Pleaſures to them, inſo- 
much, that the Fools thought themſelves to be in 
Paradiſe indeed. Having enjoyed this Happincls a 
whole day, they were in a like Sleep conveyed to 
their Irons again ; after which, he cauſed them to 
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be brought into his Preſence, a | Wigan whete 
they had been; which anſwered, om Grace, 
in Paradiſe, and recoynted all the Particulars be. 
fore mentioned. Th old man anſwered, this j 
the Commandment of our Prophet, That whoſoever 
defends his Lord, he makes him enter into Paradile:

This ſo animated them, that they ſwore to be obe. 
dient to his Commands; and he was thought hap- 
py whom the old man would command any thin 
though it coſt him his Life ; fo that other Lor 
and his Enemies, were lain by theſe his Aſſes 
which expoſed themſelves to all Dangers, and cor- 
temned their Lives. Theſe men the 1ralians cal 
Aſſaſſmes, (whence we uſe the Phraſe ro Aſaſſmate) 
the name importing as much as TI hicyes or Cut 
throats: ſuch a one was he who murdered the 
Count of Tripolis, in the Wars for the Holy Land; 
and ſuch a one was he, who ſo deſperately wound- 
ed our Edward the Firſt, at the Siege of Acon, with 
a poyſoned Knife, whoſe Venome could by ne 
means be allwaged, till his vertuous Wite (prope 
{ing herein a moſt rare Example of conjugal Love) 
ſucked out the Poyſon, which her love made (wee 
to her delicate Pallate; fo {uvcreagn a Medicine isa 
Witzs Tongue, anointcd with the Vertue of love- 
ly AﬀeCtion : and indeed, it is no wonder that Love 
ſhould do Wonders which is it (elf a Wonder. Ths 
Aladine thus playing the Tyrant, and robbing al 
which paſſed that way ; V1an, in the Year 1204: 
fent and beſieged his Caſtle, which, aftex three yeas 
Siege, they rook, ſlew him, and ruined his Paradile, 
not being ablc,tor want of Vittuals, to hold our lon- 
gr. 
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Paulu Venetws reporteth, that in a City called 
Samarchan, ({ubje& to the Nephew of the Great 
Cham of Tartary, the Brother of the Great Cham, 
named Zagatai, governed that Country ; who be- 
ing rerluaded to become a Chriſtian, the Chriſtians, 
thorough his Favour, built a Church, in honour of 
St. John Baptiff, with ſuch Cunning, that the whole 
Root thereof was ſupported by one Pillar in the 
midſt ; under which, was ſet a ſquare Stone, which 
by favour of their Lord, was taken from a Building 
of the Saracens. Zagathat's Son {ucceeded after his 
Death in the Kingdom, bur not in the Faith ; from 
whom, the Saracens obtained, that the Chriſtians 
ſhould be 'compelled to reſtore that Scone : and 
when they offered a ſufficient valuable Price, the 
Saracens refuſed to receive any other Compolition 
than the Stone; bur the Pillar lifted up ir (elf, thar 
the Saracens might take away their Stone, and {o 
continued.

He was in the King's Court 
carctully brought up, where there appeared in him 
luch Tokens of Vertue and Courage, that __ 
| t 
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Death of Agiimond, he was by the Lombards cho- 
ſen to ſucceed him. 

In the time of the Emperour Frederick Barbaroſa, 
Anno 1161. Beatrix the Emperour's Wife, coming 
to ſee the Ciry of Mzlair in Italy, was, by the irre- 
verent People, firſt impriſoned, and then moſt bar- 
barouſly handled ; for, they placed her on a Mule, 
with her Face towards the Tail, which ſhe was 
compelled ro uſe inſtead of a Bridle : and, when 
they had thus ſhewn her to all the Town , they 
brought her to a Gate and kicked her out. To re- 
venge this Wrong, the Emperour beſieged and for- 
ccd the Town, and adjudged all the People to die, 
fave fuch as would undergo this Ranſome : Between 
the Buttocks of a skittiſh Mule a bunch of Figs was 
faſtened ; and ſuch as would live, muſt, wirh their 
hands bound behind, runafter the Mule, till, with 
their Teeth, they had ſnatched out one or more of 
the Figs. This Condition, belides the hazard of 
many a ſound Kick, was by moſt accepted and 
performed. Since which time, the Italians, when

Giraldus Cambrienſis, who wrote an Hiſtory of Ire- 
Lind, reporteth, that in his time, in the North of Eng- 
and, a knot of Youngſters took a Nap in the fields. 
As one of them lay ſnorting with his Mouth gaping 
as though he would have caught Flies, it happened 
that a Snake or Adder flipt into his Mouth, and gli- 
ded down into his Belly, where harbouring ir (elf, 
it began to roam up and down, and to feed on the 
young man's Entrails.” The Patient being - = 

acr- 
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ſtrated, and above meaſure tormented with the bi- 
ting pangs of this greedy Gueſt, inceflantly prayed 
to God, that it it ſtood with his gracious Will, ei- 
ther wholly to bereave him of his Life, or elſe of his 
unſpeakable mercy to eaſe him of his Pain. 'The 
Worm would neyer ceaſe from gnawing the Pati- 
ent's Carcaſs, but when he had taken his repaſt ; and 
his Meat was no ſooner digeſted, than it would give 
a freſh onſet in boring his Guts. Divers Remedies 
were ſought, as Medicines, Pilgrimagesto Saints, but 
all could not prevail. Being at length ſchooled by 
the grave Advice of ſome lage and expert Father, 
who willed him to make his{peedy repair to Ireland, 
where neither Snake nor Adder would live. He pre- 
{ently thereupon would tra& no time, but busked 
himſelf over Sea, and arrived in Ire/and. He had no 
ſooner drank of the Water of that Ifland, and caten 
of the Vituals thereof, but forthwith he killed the 
Snake, avoided it downward, and fo being luſty and 
my he returned into England. ; 
hen David Bruce was King of Scotland, in the 
beginning of his Reign, for the better proof of exer- 
ciling Tullice among them that coveted ro live by 
truth, and to have more ready occaſion to puniſh 
others that meant the contrary ; he commanded that 
Saddles and Bridles, with all other ſuch Inſtruments 
and Stuff as pertained to Husbandry, ſhould be letr 
abroad both day and night without the doors : and 
if it chanced that any of them were ſtollen or taken 
away, the Sheriff of the Shire ſhould either cauſe the 
lame to be reſtored again, orelſe to pay for it out of 
his own Purſe. During the time, whilſt ſuch ſtrait 
puniſhment was executed againſt Offenders, it for- 
tuncd that a Carle of the Countrey, becauſe he durſt 
not ſteal other mens goods, ſtole his own ———_

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that he might have the value of them recompenced 
to himby the Sheriff: bur ſuch diligence was uſed iri 
the ſearch and tryal who had the Plow-Irons, that 
finally the truth came to light; whereupon for hiz 
crafty falſhood, the Parry guilty was hanged, as he 
had well deſerved. | 
Hetogabalus being choſen Empetour of Rome, af- 


ſumed the name of Antonine. His Appatel was ex-: 


treme brave and gorgeous, and yet 'he never wore 
one Garment twice. His /Shoos wete ethbelliſhed 
with Diamonds, and Oriental Peatls'of the greateſt 
_ His Seats were ſtrewed with Miuk and Amber. 

is Beds were covcred with Cloth of Gold, tifſued on 
Purple, - and emboſſed with Gems of ineſtimable 
value. His Way was ſtrewed with filings of Gold 
and Silyer. His Veſſels, even of 'baſelt uſe, were of 
the pureſt Gold. His Lamps burned: with precious 
Balms and Gums of India and Ar#bj4. His Fiſh- 
Pohds were filled with Roſe-water: His Ships, in 
their Theatrical Sea-fights, floated in'Riversof Wine. 
His Baths, -moſt magnificently buikt; when he had 
once ufed them, were pulled down; and new built. 
His Plate was of refined mafly Gold z but'never ſer- 
ved twice to his Table. His Rings and Jewels inft- 
nitely rich, yer never worn twice. 'His Concubing 
numberleſs, yet never lain with twice. Eyery Sup- 
per in his Court coſt a thouſand pound Sterling. 
When he lay near to the Sea, he would eat no Fiſh, 
when he was fartheſt in the Continenr, he would cat 
no Fleſh. W hole meals were furniſhed with Tongnes 
of ſinging Birds, and Brains of the rareſt Creatures. 
All Afa, «Europe, and Africa, with the adjacent 
Iſlands; in a word, the whole Globe of Earth arid 
Sea ( whereof he was Lord Pararhonnt ) was not 
able to fill this Gulph. In his Progteſſes he was - 
tend- 
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tended with {ix hundred Chariots, traÞhc with Con- 
cubines, Catamices, and Panders: for whom he built 
2 Serag/io in his Court, where himſelf (in the Habit 
of a Courtezan ) uſed to make folemn Speeches un- 
wrhem, terming them his brave Fellow-ſouldiers 
and Compariions in Arms. He cauſed to be pathered 
in Rome ten thouſand weight of Spiders, ten thou- 
ice, and a thouſand Pole-cats which he ex- 
to the Roman Peers and People in a Publick 
Show and Solemnity, profeſſhing that now he perfe&- 
ly underſtood how mighty a City Rome was. Laſt- 
y he ſummoned a Parliament of Women, to con- 

ſr about Tires, Faſhions, Drefles, Tintures, and the 
like weighty and important Afﬀeairs. 

In the Province of Chamnl, belonging to the Chan 
of Tartaria, the Inhabitams arc Idolaters, have a 
peculiar Language, and ' ſeem to, be born for no 
cher purpoſe but ro apply themſelves to Sporting, 
finging, Dancing, Writing and Reading atter their 
aſhion, playing on Inſtruments, and to give them- 
ſelves to delight.

In the mean ſpace, he departerh, 
not to return ſo long as the Gueſt remaineth in his 
Houſe : and mean while he heth with the Wike, 
+ [Daughter, and the reſt, as with his own Wives. 
The Women of that Countrey are beautiful, and 
"y _y to obey all thoſe Commandments of their 
ne [fusbands, who are {o beſorted vvith this folly, that 
14 [ey think it a app thing for them, and accep- 
ox [able to their Idols, for vvhich they proſper vvith 
plenty of all things. Mangy Can having > 
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this Folly, alhmanded them to obſerve this dete: 
ſtable Cuſtora no longer ; which they did about 
three Years, and then leeing not their wonted Fer. 
tility, and troubled with ſome domeſtical Crofles, 
ſent Ambaſſadors to the Cham, and- earneſtly en- 
treated that he would revoke ſo grievous an Edi, 
and not aboliſh that Tradition which they had re- 
ceived from. their Elders. The Cham any 
Seeing you deſire your Reproach and Sh: 
be granted you; go and do herein after your won 
The Meſſengers returning with this Anſwer, brough 
great Joy to all the People. This Cuſtom! is ob- 
lerved in that Country to this day

A Deſcription of Groen-land, and the Inhabi- 
tants thereof: by an Eye-witneſ5, Anno 1613, 


"o North-welt part of Groen-land- is an ex- 
cceding high Land to the Sea-ward, and al- 
moſt nothing but Mountains, which ate wonderful 


high all within the Land, as far as we could perceive: 


they 
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they are all of Stone, ſome of one colour, and ſome 
of another, and all gliſtering asthough they were of 
rich Value, but indeed they are not worth any 
thing + There are ſome Rocks in thoſe Mountains 
which are exceeding pure Stone, finer and whiter 
than Alabaſter. The ſides of theſe Mountains are 
coyered with Snow for the molt parr, pen y the 
North-{ides; and che North-ſides of the Valleys ha- 
ving a kind of Moſs, and in ſome places Grafs, with 
a lictle Branch running all along the Ground bear- 
ing a little black Berry. T here are few or no Trees 
growing, as far as we could perceive, but in one 
place, {ome forty miles within the Land, in a Ri- 
yer, which we called Ba['s River; there I ſaw on 
the South-{ide of an high Mountain, which we went 

and feund (as it were) a young Grove of {mall 

/ood, ſome of it fix or ſeven Foot high, like a 
Coppice in Eng/and, that had been ſome twoor three 
Years cut : and this was, the moſt Wood that we 
aw growing in this Country, being ſome of it a 
kind of- Willow, Juniper, 'and fuch like. 

We found, in many places much Angelica ; we 
ſuppole the People eat the Roots thereof for ſome 
Cauſes, for we have ſcen them have many of them 
in their Boats. 'T here are great Store of Foxes in the 
— | Idands, and in' the Main, of fundry colours : and 
Ff there are a kind of Hares as white as Snow, with 
-& their Hair or Fur very long. 

2.8 Allo there be Deer, bur they are moſt common- 
ly up wichin the Main very far, becauſe the Peo-

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belides, we have divers times ſeen the een 
fome Beafts, whoſe Foot was bigger than the 

of a great Oxe. Furthermore, the Inhabitants have 
a kind of Dogs, which they keep at their Houſe 
and Tents, which Dogs, -are almoſt like unty 
Wolves, —_— Fiſh,- as the Foxes do : bur one 
thing is very e, as I thought, for the Pizzls 
of both Dogs and Foxes are Bone. 

The People, all the Surrimer time, uſe nothing 
but fiſhing, drying their Fiſh and Scals- fleſh upon 
the Rocks, for their Winter Proviſion. Every one, 
both Man and Woman, have cach of them a Bog 
made with long ſmall pieces of Firr-wood, covered 
with Scals-skitis yery well dreſſed, and ſewed-ſo well 
with Siriews or- Guts, that no Water can pierce them 
thorough, being ſome of them aboye twenty toat 
long, and not paſt two foot or two foot and an hall 
broad, m form of a Weaver's Shuttle, and fo light, 
that a man may m_ of them at once for 
the weight. In theſe they will row fo oe 
that it is almoſt incredible: for no Ship in 
World is able to keep way with them, although ſhe 
haye never fo good a Gale of Wind: and yet 
uſe but one Oar, who ſitting in the middle of t 
Boat, and holding their Oar in the middle, being 
broad at each end like our Oats, will at an Inſtant 
go backward and forward-as they pleaſe. 

We could not particularly tearn their Rites a 
Ceremonies ; bur, generally, they worſhip the Sun, 
as chief Author of their Feliciry. At their firſt Ap 
proach unto us 'they uſed with their Hands to point 
up to the Sun, /and to ſtxike ypon theit Breaſts, cry- 
ing Thont ; as who wotild-ſzy, I mean /no- harm; 
which they will-do very bften, and will not corn 
near yort until you do the like, and then they wil 
come without any fear at all. They 
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They bury their Dead in' the out-Iflands, near 
the Eaſe Their manner of Butial is this; Ulp- 
on the tops of the Hills'they gather a Company of 
Tones together, arid make thereof a hollow Cave 
or Grave, of the lefigth and breadth of the Body 
| —=q 4 intend to bury, laying the Stones ſorne- 

hat cloſe like a Wall, that neicher Foxes; nor 
ather ſuch Beaſts, may deyout the Codkeh, eoverni 
then with broad Stones, ſhewing afar off like a Pile 
of Stones. And near to this Grave where the Body 
heth is another, whercinthey bury his Bow and At- 
rows, with his Darts, and all his other Ptovifion, 
whichy he uled while he was living. He is buricd 
in all his Apparel, and the coldnels of the Climate 
doth keep rhe Body from ſmelling and ſtinking, 
athough it lye aboye the Ground. 

They cat all their Food raw, and uſe no Fire to 
dreſs thicir Vietuak, as far as we could perceive, 
Alſo we have ſeen them dtink the Salt water at 
abr Ships fide; But, whether it be uſual or rio I c4n- 
tt rell. ' Although they dreſs not their Meat with 
Fire; yer they uſe Fire for other things, as to warm 
them, and the like. 

Divers of our Men were of Opinion, that they 
re Man-caters, ahd wonld have deyoured us if 
they could have caright us ; bur I do not think they 
#0uld ; for it they had been ſo minded, they might 
& one time have caught our Cook and two other 
with him, as they were filling of Water at an Hkind 
agreat way from our Ship. Theſe three (I ay) were 
in the Ships Boar, without either Musket, or any 
other Weapon, whenas a great Company of the 
Savages came rowing unto them, with their Darts 
ahd. other Furriitiire, which they. never go without, 
and looking into the Boar for Nails; ot = 
0 
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old Iron, which they, greedily.,defjre, while our 
men were in ſuch a fear that they knew not whatto 
do. At length, . our Cook xemembred that he had 
ſome old Iron in his Pocker, and gay each of them 
ſome, as far as it would go, with *his Key. of his 
Cheſt, and preſently. they all departed, without of- 
fcring any harm at. all. .Bur this I peak not that] 
would have men to truſt them, or to: go-among 
them, unprovided of Weapons; for, by ſo doin

e 1s harbour for them all; they drink and waſh 
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all that they will, and they never want Water ; it 
is very. ſavory and clear, and a great Remedy for 
them that travel into the Main, when they can find 
no other Water. 

Fohn Lerius, a French-man, who lived in Braſfor 
ſome rime, writeth, That'the Barbarians much won- , 
dered to 'fee French-men and other Strangers, co- 
ming far off, from remore Countries, to take fo 
much Pains to carry back rheir Ships laden with Bra- 
fl or Red Wood; and therefore, one of the ancient- 
eſt of them queſtioned him in this manner concern- 
ing that matter : What meaneth it that you Mair and 
Peros, (that is French-men and Portugals ) come ſo far 
to fetch Wood ? Doth your Country yield you no Wood for 
the Fire ? Then ſai I, It yieldeth Fewel ſurely, and 
that in great Plenty, but not of that kind of Trees, ſuch 
as yours are; efpecially Bralil, which our men carry 
from hence, not to burn, as you ſuppoſe, but for to dye. 
Here he preſently excepting, But have you (ſaid he) 
need of fo great plenty of that Wood ? yea ſurely, (ſaid I) 
for ſeeing even one Merchant with us poſſeſſeth more 
Scarlet Cloaths, more Knives and Sciſſers, and more 
Looking gliſſes ( alledging known and familiar Ex- 
amplcs unto him ) than all thoſe which were ever 
brought hither unto you, he only will buy all the Braſil, 
to the end that many Ships might return laden from 
hence. Ah! (ſaith the Barbarian ) you tell me ſtrange 
and wonderful things. T hen preſently remembring 
what he had heard, he proceeded to demand fur- 
ther Qieſtions of me. Bur, ſaith he, That great rich 
Man, of whom you make Report, doth he not die ? He 
dieth, ſaid I, «s alſo other men do. Who then (ſaid he) 
is Herr of thoſe Goods which this man lequeth when he 
dieth ? His Children, ſaid I, if he have any: if he 
have none, his Brethren, Sifters, or his next 'Kin- 

dred. 
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dred. When I had faid this, Swreyy (faith that my 
diſcreet old Fellow ) hereby T ea{ly | erceive, that you 
Mair (that is, French-men ) are notable Fools : for 
what needeth you ſo greatly to tire- and turmoil your 
ſelves in ſailing over th&®Sea, in paſſing whereof ( as be- 
ing here arrived you report to us ) you ſuſtain ſoma- 
ny Mtſeries ? Is it forſooth, that you might get riches 
for your Children, or living Kinsfolk ? Is not the Earth 
which hath nouriſhed us, ſufficient alſo to Baintain them? 
We ſurely have both Children and Kinsfotk, and them, 
4s you ſee, we love dearly ;; but ſeeing we confidently hoje, 
that it ſhall come to paſs that after our death, the ſame 
Earth which nouriſhed us, ſhall alſo retieve and cheriſh 
them, therein we repoſe our ſelves, and reſt content. 

One of theſe Iſlands, on the South-parrt of the 
Streights, is called Ba/dwia, which took its name of a 
Spamſh Captain ſo called, whom afterwards the Indi- 
ans took Priſoner; and it is ſaid, they inquired of 
him the reaſon why he carne to moleſt thery, and ro 
take their Counttey from them, having no Title or 
Righe thereunto? He anſwered, ro ger Gold : which 
the Barbarians underſtanding, cauſed Gold to be 
molten, and poured down his Throat, ſaying, Go/1 
was thy deſire, glut thee with it. 

When the Spaniards firſt' began''ro- inhabit the 
Weſt-Indies,'8anfta Domingo'was' an Iflarid as full of 
Indians as any place of that bigneſs in all: America 
but by the cruelty of the Spaniards, in their exceſſive 
labour in the Mines, they were moſtof them deſtroy- 
ed, which labout was ſo grievous, that mariy of ho 
ſurviving Indians would rather kill themſelves than 
endure it. Ir happencd on a rime, that' a Spaniard 
called certain -ot them to' go work in the Mines, 
which rather than they would do, they proffer'd to 

H } lay 
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lay violent hands on themſelves; which the Spanj- 
ard perceiving, he (gid unto chem, Seeing you will 
rather hang your ſclves.than to go and 'work, I will 
likewiſe hang my {elf and go with you, becauſe I 
will make you work in the ether World : but the 
Indians heating this, ſaid, We will willingly work 
with you, becauſe you ſhall not go with us ; ſo un- 
willing they were of the Spaniards company : (o that 
of all the Inhabitants of this Iſland, thexe was none 
eſcaped Death butonly theſe few, which was by the 
means of this . Spaniard, or el(c they would have 
hanged themlelves allo. | 

The cruelty of the Spaniards to the Indians of Pe- 
r4 was ſo extraordinary. great, that thoſe filly People 
would not believe that the Spaniards were born 1n- 


to the Workd like other men, ſuppoſing,zbat fo fierce 


and crnel: a Creature could not be of 
Man and. Woman. They called them L arr - 


cochie, that is, Sea-froth : as it they thence had x6 
ceived their Original Nor can any alter this their 
Opinzon, ſo deeply rooted, ſaying, The Winds over- 
throw Trees and Houſes, Fire burns them, but thefe Y i- 
racochie devour all things, inſatiably feeking Gold and 
Silver, which «s ſoon « they have. gotten, they play

T8 Guy-was Son unto one Siward, Baron of 
Wallingford, who married unto _—_ = 
ugh- 
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Daughter and Heireſs of Rohard, the firſt we tead-of 
the $2x01 Race that was Earl of Warwick,, and in 
her Right became Earl of that Earldom 3 who, for 
his Valour, hath ever ſince been, and yer is lo fa 
mous, that the Vulgarare of Opinion he was a Man 
of more than an ordinary Stature ; and-the Welch 
taking notice of his brave Exploits will-needs haye 
him to be deſcended from Brittiſh Parentage. 

Soon after his Marriage with Fehcja aforeſaid; 
being 'now pretty well ſtricken in Years, he went 
on Plerimanc to the. Holy-Land, where he abode 
for ſome ſpace ; during which time, ws. 4gro 9026; 
in the third Year of King Athe/Fane, the Danes ha- 
ving invaded England, cruelly. waſted the Covntrig 
where they march'd, ſo that there was, ſcarce 2

The Life of St. Patrick the Irifh Apoſtle. 


om Patrick was born in the Marches between 
England and Scotland, in a Town by the Sea- 
ſide, named Eiburn, whoſe Fathers name was called 
Calphurnius, a Deacon, and Son to a Prieſt; his Mo- 
ther, named Couches, was Siſter to St. Martin, that fa- 
mous Biſhop of Towrs in France. Patric of a child 
was brought up in Learning, and well” in{trufted in 
the Faith, being much given to Devorign. The Iriſh- 
men, (in thoſe daycs) athiſted with ſore Scots and 
Pitts, were become arch-Pirates, greatly diſquieri 
the Seas abour the Coaſts of Britain, and uſed to ſac 
lictle ſmall Villages that lay ſcatteringly along the 
ſhore, and would lead away the Inhabitants caprive' 
home into their Countrey. And, as it chanced, Pa- 
trick being a Lad of faxteen years old, anda Scholar 
then in Secular Learning ; was taken among others, 
and became Slave tb an Iriſh Lord, called Machy- 
aine, from whom ( after the term of {1x years) he re- 
deemed himſelf with a piece of Gold, which he found 
ina Clod of Earth that the Swine had newly turned 
up, as he followed them in the time of his Captivi- 
ty, being appointed by his Maſter to take charge of 
them, and keep them, 

And as AMiCtion (commonly ) maketh'men Re- 
ligious, the regard of his' former Education had 
ſtamped in him ſuch remorſe and humility, that 
being thencetorth weaned from the World, he be- 
took himſelf ro Contemplation

Afterwards being re- 
1owned thorough the Larine Church, for his Wiſ- 
dom, Vertue, and Learning, he went to Kome, beatr- 
ng Legers wich him in his Commendation from 
the French Biſhops unto Pope Ce/eftine , to whom 
1e uttered his whole Mind and Secret Vow, Which 
long before he had conceived as touching Ireland. 
Celefine inveſted him Arch-Biſhop and Primate of 
the whole Iſland, fer him forward -with all. Fa- 
your he could,bririging him and his Diſciples onward 
tocheir Country. 
In the'twenty,third Year of the E r Theodo- 
ju the younger, being the yearof our Lord 430, Pa- 
trick landed in Ireland, and becauſe he ſpake the 
Tongue perfetly, and withal being a reverend Per- 
ſonage inthe eyes of all Meri, many liſtened and gave 
car'to his preaching. And the rather; becauſe (as 
ſorne Writers have recorded ) he confirmed his Do- 
arine with divers Miracles,of which,that called St.Pa- 
tricks Purgatory is moſt remarkable, the deſcription 
of which,out of Gira/dus Cambrenſs,an eminent Iriſh

though he reccived not the Goſpel himſelf, yer per- 
iced all that would, to embrace it : bur, bennk 
he retaſed to be baptized and apply.to his Doctrine, 
the Biſhop denounced againſt, him a Curſe from 

Gad... accordingly, but yct tempered with 

nd. Tudgment; . as thus, That . during his Life he 
ſhould be vittorions ; but after him, neither ſhould the 
King- 
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Kingdom ftand, nw his L neage inherit. Thence he 
wok his way to Coni/ Lord of Connaught, who ho- 
nourably received him, and was converted, with all 
his People, ſending him akervand' to his Brother 
Logan, King of Leinfter, whom he alſo converted. 
In Mwn#er he found great Friendſhip, by the fneans 
of an Earl there named Davis, who honour'd him 
highly, and gave him a dwelling-place in the Eaſt- 
Angle of Armagh, called Sorta, where he erc&ed 
many Cells and Monaſteries, both for religious 
Men and Women. He travelled thirty years in 
ching thorough the Land, planting Biſhops and 
eſts in convenient places, whoſe Learging and 
Converſation, by the eſpecial Grace and Favour of 
God, eſtabliſhed the Faith in that rude Nation : 
other thirty years he ſpent in his Province of Ar- 
magh, among his Brethren placed in thoſe Houſes 
of Religion , which by his means were founded. 
$ he lived in all about 122 Years, and then he 
dyed; being after his Death canonizcd for a Saint, 
and had in ſuch venerable Efteem in his Country, 
that in Controverſies and {olemn Proteſtations th 
were accuſtomed to ſwear by St. Patricks Staff,whic 
Oath they feared more to break than if they had 
worn by the Holy Evangeliſts. His Sce alſo of 
Armagh, was, by rcaſon of him, had in ſuch ho- 
nourable Eſtimation in old time, that not only Bi- 
ſhops and Priefts, but Kings alſo and Princes, were 
(in general ) ſubjx to the Metropolitan thereof in 
all Obedicnce, and to his Government alone. Af- 
ter his Death roſe as grear difference fer his Sepul- 
chre, as was for Homer amongſt them of Greece; 
they of Downe challenged his Grave to be with them, 
upon certain Verſes written. on a Tomb, which aſ- 
cribes Patrick, Bridget, and Co/unibe to be _ 
LNCTC- 
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therein; they of Armagh lay claim by the Wartant 
of St. Bernard, who faith, that Patrick, in his Life 
time there ruled, and after Death there reited ;Gl|. 
fenbury in Englaftd, by ancient Records, will haye 
his Body interred with them; and Scotland avouch 
eth his Birth to. be at GZzſco, and Bones to reſt a 
Kirk-Patrick with :them : thus is his Burial plac 
left dubious, ſuch ſtriving there is for the Intermen 
of honourable Perſons ; as it happened to St. Telon, 
a famous Biſhop of Landaff in Wales, at whoſe By 
rial, it is ſaid, that three places did ſtrive to hay 
the interring of his Body 3 Pen-allum, where hy 
Anceſtors were buricd ; Lanfolio naur, where he dy: 
cd; and Landaff, his Epilcopal Sec : . Now ak 
Prayer to God to appeale th:s Contention, in the 
place where they had left him, there appeared ſud- 
denly thrce Hearſes, with three Bodies ſo like 
no Man could diſcern the right, and ſo every one 
taking one, they were all wel pleaſed.

Of the horrid Murther of Daffe, King of Scot-

+ Pp Duffe began his Reign over Scotland about 
the Year of our Lord g68. being a Prince of 
an upright Juſtice, and one who would not favour 
ences in any Perſon whatſoever. This his zeal 

of Juſtice wag by his Subje&s (to whom former Kings 
had tet looſe the Reins of Government) termed Se- 
verity : ſo that the Nobles being reſtrained from 
inſulting and making Slaves of the Commonalty, 
brake forth into ſeveral InſurreCtions, - eſpecially 1n 
Murray-{and, who all tole up againſt the King, un- 
les it were the Caſtle of Fores, of which one Don- 
wald was Governont. Theſe Rebels ſceingithey 
could not preyail upon the Kiflg by torce, hired 
Cer- 
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certain Witches to bewitch him to Death : theſe 
things being murmured amongſt the People, and 
at lait comipg to the King's Ear, who then lay ſick 
of a languiſhing Diſeaſe, and could rake no reſt day 
norgight, he (cnt two men into-Murray-land, to dil- 
cover, it they could, che Truth of the Buſincls: 
Theſe men diflembling 'the cauſe of their Jovrney, 
did {o effeftually purſue the ſame, that they were 
rectiycd into the Caſtle of Fores in the dark of the 
Night, and declared unto Donwald the cauſe of their 
coming ; requiring his Aid for the Accompliſhment 
of the King's pleaſure.

Jous. greatnels, about fifty in number. 'When «he 
Report hereof was {pread abroad, not only in the 
Towns and Villages adjoyning, butalmoſt haroogh 
all Germany, multitudes reſorted to, the plage to lee 
the Miracle, and beheld the Maid ons _ 
| onder 
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| Domeſtick and Foreign, 165 
Yonder then Compathion, who allogaye her much 
loney. The advice of divers Phyſicians and Chy- 
rhoeurgions was asked ; and at laſt the Phylicians of the 
onalfſkaperour Charles the fifth, and of Ferdinand King of 
linlthe Romans, and of Hungary&ame thither, accom- 
nlffranicd with divers Noble-men and Gentlemen, who 
bfcorwichſtanding found no deceit therein.

Yet ſome were ſent tothe Maid, to mind her, that 
they had many times craved help of Phyſicians, that 
now there was a proffer made of their help, who, by 
God's affiſtance, might cither wholly free her from 
her Piſtemper, or, ar leaſt, allwage the violence of 
«:Burſhe (being inſtrutted of her Mother ) an{wer- 
ed, Thar ſhe, with a willing mind, would paticntly 
ſuffer what it ſhould pleale God to inflict upon her :

ry cynningly, and with Pillows, and ſuch like Mate. 
rials, with divers Hoops, wherewith her Belly ws 
made round, ſhe crying out all the while ; and when 
all theſe were removed, they faw the Maiden ſtark 
naked, with as well a compact, and as fair a Bodyz 
might be. When now the Deccit was diſcoyeredythe 
Parents, with the Daughter, and all they which were 
acceſlory ( with whom in the Night, whilſt other 
ſlepr, ſhe made good cheer) were carried to Priſon, 
and afterwards pur to theRack. The counterfcit Bel- 
Iy was brought to the Town-houlc, and there ſhew- 
cd to the Burgo-maſters; and the Maids Mother wa 
found to be a'Witch, who, by the Devils help, had 
cauſcd thoſe ſtrange noiſes, which ſeemed to proceed 
our of the Maids Belly ; and upon ſtri&t examination, 
ſhe conteſled, that ſhe had done all theſe things b 
the Devils perſwaſion and help, for Gain-ſake x 
theſe tour years; for which ſhe was condemned b 
the Judge, had firft her Neck broke, and afterw 
was openly burned : The Daughter had her Cheek 
burned through with an hot iron, and was condem- 
ned to perpetual Impriſonment.

R. Purchas in his Pilgrimage relateth, that 
whilſt the Portyugals were bulie in building 2

* Book reported of him, concerning his Hair ? whether or 1» he had « 
new ſer of Teeth come ? whether or mo his Eye-ſight ever failed him ? 
and whether, in any meaſure, he fund his ſtrength renewed unto him 2 
He anſwered me diftini#ly to all theſe, and told me, he underſtood the 
News#-boolb reported his Hair to becune a dark brown again, but that 
5s falſe ;, he tao his Cap off, and thewed me it ; It is come again libe a 
Childs, but rather flaxen, than either brown or gray. For his Teeth, 
he hath three come witkin theſe two years, mt yet at their PerfeTion; 
while he bred them he was very ill. Forty years fſmce he could net 
read the biggeſt print without SpeH#acles, and now ( he blejJeth Got ) 
there is no print ſo ſmall but he can read without them. For by 
firength, he thinks himſelf as flrong now as he hath been theſe twenty 
years, Not long fince, he walked to Alnwick to dinner, and bach a 
gain, ſix North-Countrey miles, He is now an hundred and tin years 
of age, and ever ſince laft May, a hearty Body, very chearfuf but flops 
much He had froe Children, after he was eighty years of age, fou 
of them lafty Laſſes, now living 'with htm, the «ther died lately ; his 
Wife yet hardly fifty years. of age. , He writes himſelf Machel Van, 
he is a Scortiſh-man, born near Aberdeen.

home to the Pail; or as Wild-Geele fly in Ranks, and 
as tity fly make a noiſe; fo thele walking rogethet, 
gabblefrom the Arſt ro thg Jaſt in the Company, as 
ifall ſpaKe , but none anfwered. Their Habits are 
their Sheeps-skins undreſt, thonged together; which 
cover their bodies to the middle, with a, lictle flap 
of the ſame Skin tryed before them, being naked 
downward, and when *tis cold, keep the woolly, 
when hotter weather, the fleſhy fide of thoſe Skins 
next to their Bodies. Their Ornaments and Jew- 
&, are Bullocks or Sheeps-guts, full of Excrement, 
about their Necks : and therefore when any ſtrangers 
buy their Cartrel, and kill them, they will beg again 
their Guts toadorn themſelves. And at other times, 
when hunger pincheth chem, they will fit down u 
on ſome Hillock, and ſhaking out ſome of that fil- 
th popcing out of the Guts they wear about their 
Nec 5s, bowing and bringing their Mouths to their 
Hands, almoſt as low as their Knees, like hungr 
Dogs gnaw and eat the raw-guts. The Ws- 
men,as the men.are thus adorned, thus habited, and 
ſodicted.

18g 
whenas, by reaſon of unſeaſonable Weather, he 
could neithet hawk 'nor hunt, and was now tired 
with Cards, Dice, &c. and ſuch other domeſtical 

Or to {ec Ladies dance ; with ſome of his 
ourtiers, he would inthe Evening walk diſguiſed 
all about the Town. It fo forxruned, as he was walk- 
ing late one Night, he found a Country-Fellow dead 
dwnk, ' ſnorting on a Bulk ; he cauſed his Followers 
to veg him to his Palace, and there ſtripped him 
of his old Cloaths, and attired him after the Court 
Faſhion ; when he waked, he and uy were ready 
to attend upon his Excellency, perſuading him he 
was ſome great Duke. The poor Fellow admiring 
how he came thither, was ſcrved in ſtate all the 
day long : After Supper he ſaw them dance, heard 
Muſick, and the reſt of thoſe Court-like Pleaſures; 
but late at night, when he was well pled, and again 
aſt aſleep, they put on his old Cloaths, and ſo cofi- 
veyed him to the place where they firſt found 
him. Now the Fellow had not made them fo good 
WEE day before, as he did when hereturned to 
unſelf; all the Jeſt was, to ſee how he looked upon 
it. In concluſiori, after ſome little Admirartion, the 
poor man told his Friends he had ſeen a Viſion, 
conſtantly believed ir, would not otherwiſe be pet- 
ſuaded, and ſo the Jeſt ended. 
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Memorials of Thomas Coriat, the famous Od- 
combian Traveler. 


R. Thomas Coriat was born at Odcombe, nigh 

Evil in Somerſet-ſtire, and bred at Oxford, 
wheie he attained ro admirable furncy in the Greek, 
' | Tongue: he was a Man in his Time, Notws nims 
| omnibus, 
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omnibus, very ſufficiently known ; ane who ſeemed to 
Carty Folly in his Face, the ſhape of his Head being 
like a Sugar-loaf inverted, with the little end be. 
Fore : but ſuch as conceived him Fool ad duo, and 
meting elle ad decem, were utterly miſtaken; for 
e drave, on no Deſign, cared for Coin and Coun- 
cers alike; ſo contented with what was preſent, tha 
he accounted thoſe men guilty of Superfluity who 
had more Suits and Shirts than Bodies, ſeldom put. 
ting off cither till they were ready to go away 
him. Noble Prince Henry, King James his Son, 
allowed him a Penſion, and kept him for his Set- 
vant ; Sweet-meats and Coriat made up the ht 
Courſe at all Court-Entertainments : indeed he ws 
the Courtiers Anvil to try their Wits upon, and 
ſametimes this Anvil returned the Hammers as had 
Knocks as it received, his Bluntnels repaying ther 
Abuſivenels. 
; He being addidted to travel, took a Journey int 
ſeveral places of Exrope, and at his Return tmadea 
| Book thereof, known by the name of Coriat's C1 
Aitie printed about the year 1611. being, uſhered 
into the World by very man ies of excellent 
Verſes, made by the Wits of thoſe times, which

{ome wert perſwaded that hc took as much contenx 
in ſeeing, as many others in the enjoying of great 
and rare things. 

He was a man that had got the maſtery of many | = 
hard Languages, as, beſides the Latin and Gree || + 
which he rought out of Eng/and with him, he at- 
cained to the Perſian, Arabick, and Indoftan Tongue, 
in which laſt he was (o perte, that when at Agrs, 
he lodged at Sir Thom Row's, the Ambaſladonrs 
houſe, where there was a Woman, a Laundreſs be- 
looging to the Houſe, that was ſo tongue-valiam, 
that ſhe would ſomcrimes ſcold, brawl, and rail from 
the Sun-rifing to the Sun-ſet ; obte day ke under- 
took her in her own Language, and by eight of the 
clock in the morning he lo filenc'd her, that ſhe had 
not one word more to (ghpk. Now had he had 
Wiſdom to husband and manage theſe Lan 
as he had sklil to ſpeak them, he had deſerved more 
Fame in his Generation, But his knowledge and 
high artainments in ſeveral Languages him 
not a little ignoxant of himſelf, he being ſo coyetous, 
ſa ambitious of praiſe, that he would hear and endure- 
mote of it than he could in any meaſure deſerve, be- 
ing like a Ship that hath coomuch Sail, and too little 
Ballaſt; yet, had he not fallen into the ſmart hn 
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of the Wits of choletimes, he might have paſſed ber+ 
rr, ſinge many thouſands more. (and therefore he 
was not alone in this) haye entred into ſtrange at- 
remptsto be talked of. 

Now, as he was very ambitious of Fame, ſo the 
leaſt ſeeming undervaluing did much trouble him 
25 when, upon atime, one Mr. Richard Steel a Mer- 
chant, and Servant to the Eaft-India Company, came 
from Surat ro Mandoa, the place then of the _— 
relidence, where Mr. Coriat then was with the Eng- 
liſh Ambaſſador. This Merchant had not long be- 
fore travelled over Land from Eaf-India through 
Perfia, and ſo to Confantinople, and ſo for England, 
who, in his Travel homeward, had met with Tome 
Coriat as he was journeying towards Ea/i-India; Mr, 
Steel then t61d him, that when he was in Eng/and 
King James ( then living ) enquired after him, an 
when he had certified the King of his mcering him 
on the way, the King replied, 1s that Foot yet wing # 
which when our Pi/grim heard, it ſeemed to trouble 
him very much, becaule the Wing Hate no more nor 
no berrer of him, ſaying, That Kings would ſpeak 
of poor men what they pleaſed.

By which may beſeen, how 
tender he was to be touched in any thing that might 
inthe leaſt mcaſure diſparage him. O what pains this 
poor man undertook to make himlclfa Subject for 
preſent and atter Diſcourle ! being troubled tor no- 
thing at thepreſent, unleſs with the fear of not living 
to reavy the truit he was fo ambitious of in all his un- 
dertakings. 
Now tor his Religion, that he was a true Chriſtian 
Proteſtant, nor tainted with travelling thoſe Pagan 
and Mahomeran Countreys,.- may appear by theſe 
two Examples. In cach great Ciry where there is a 
ConcourſgiotPcople, ther Moſquits or Mahometan 
Churches,.,at, the four corners of them, - have high 
and round,but {mall Turrets, which are made open 
with Lights:cycry'way, that a man in them mayh 
calily 
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eaſily ſeen'and heard. Now their Moo/aas, or devout 
Priefts, do five times every day aſcend unto the tops 
of thoſe high Turrers, whence they proclaim, as 
loudly as they can pothbly ſpeak, their Prophet Ma- 
homet thus in Arabian, La alla illa alla, Mahomet Re- 
ſul-alla, that is, T here is no God bur one God, and 
Mahomet the Meſlengey from God. Upon a time, 
Tom Coriat, when their Moo/aa was to cry as atore- 
faid, he got upon an%high place direaly oppoſite to 
one of thoſe Prieſts, Jew. contradifted him thus; Lz 
alla illa alla, Haſaret Feſa Benalla, that is, No God, 
but one God, and the Lord Chriſt the Son of God; and 
farther added, that Mahomet was an Impoſtor, and 
all this he ſpake in their own Language, as loud as 
pollibly he could, in the ears of maryy Mahometans 
that heard-it. But whether (Circumſtances confider- 
ed) the zeal or diſcretion of our Pilgrim were more 
here to be commended, I leave to the judgment of 
the Reader.

her uſing his fithy*Pleaſure, after the manner of 
carnal Copulation. In the Ship there chanced a) 
to be a Pricſt, who, 'by the Maſter's appointment, 
going' down to this Woman, and finding her like 
2 moſt wrerche$ and deſperate Perſon, lamentin 
her;great Misfortune and miſerable Eſtate, uſed fue 
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wholſome"Admonitions and comfortable Advertife- 
ments, willing her to repent and hope for Mercy 
a the hands of Almighty'God, that at lengrch the 
ſeeming right penitent for her grievous Offences 
committed, and ferching ſundry Sighs, even trom 
the'bocrom of her Heart, being wirneſs (as ſhould 
appear) of the ſame; there ifſued forth of the Pump 
& the Ship, -a foul and evil tavour'd black Cloud 
with a mighty tertible'Noiſe, Flame, Smoak, and 
kink, which preſently fell into the Sea; and ſud- 
denly thereupon the Teinpelt ceaſed, and che Ship 

10g in queer the reſidue of her Journey, arrived 
in afery at the place whither ſhe was bound. 

Not long before the hap hereof, there was in like 
manner a young man dwelling in Gareoth, within a 
Village there, yot pathng fourteen miles from 4ber- 
deen, right fair and comely of Shape, who declared 
by way of Complaint, unto the Biſhop of that Dio- 
cele, how there was a Spirit which haunted him in

her Father, and' other Friends. Ar length ſhe pw. 
ve 
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ved with Child; and being rigorouſly compelled h 
her Parents to tell whowas the Fatherſhe conſellel, 
that a certain young man uſed nightly ro comg 
yato her, and keep her Company, and {ometimg 
in the day alſo; but how, ar from whence he came, 
or by what means he went away, ſhe was not abl 
to declare, - Her Parents yot greatly credicing he 
Words, laid diligent Watch $0 underſtand what 
was that had defiled theig ; and, within three 
days aftcr, upon (ignificathg given by one of the 
Maidens that the Fornicator wÞs at that very Inſtax 
with their Daughter, incontinently thereupon, ma 
king faſt the doors, they eater the Chamber witha 
great many of Torches and Lights, vvhere they 
find in theuw Daughter's mags monlitray 
thing, right horrible to behold. Here a number 
coming haſtily in, to behold this evil favaur'd ſight; 
amongſt other, there was a Prieſt of right hooel 
Lite, who ſeeing ſome of them runwng their ways 
for tear, began to regqye the Deginving of St. Joly 
Gale ng, coming to theſe Words, Verbum care 
fattum eft, faddenly the wicked Spirit, making a 
terrible roaring Noule, flevy his vvays, taking 
Roof of the Chamber with him, the Hangings and 
Coverings of the Bed being allo burn'd therewith, 
The lewoman was yet preſerved, and withig 
three or four days aker, was delivered of ſuch 3 
miſhapen thing, as the like before had not berg 
ſeen; which the Midwives, and Women preſent a 
her Labour, to avoid the diſhowour, of her Houle, 
immediately burn'd in a great Fire -made in the 
Chamber for the ſanze intent. |

'An A8"alfo almoft, farniſhed" #otſinpp 
him, (and fre many more Aﬀes have dome the &) 
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and receiving him on her back, became Herald to* 


this new Prophet, with-mans voice proclaiming the 
worthineſs of ber carriage. Three men carried him 
upinto:a Mountain:-of which one opened him from 
the Breaſt unto the Navel, and waſhed his Entrails 
with Snow : the ſecond cleaved his heart in the midſt, 
and took outof it a black grain, ſaying,that it was the 
Portion ofthe Devil. The third made him whole 
again. - Seraphin nouriſhed him three yen and 
Gabriel nine and twenty, who gave unto him, in the 
fortieth year of his Age,'the Law, and carried him 
to Heaven, (you cannot chuſe but, believe it ) for this 
his Journey 1s related by Fryar Richard, ſometimes 
a, Student in'the Univerſity .of Baldach, Chap.

the Porter opened. Others ſay, that it was not G#- 
briel, but another Angel, that carried him up to 
Heaven ; and that Gabrie/, -being Porter there, ler 
himin ; ſothat varying ſo much in their reports, you 
may well conclude he neyer came thither. But,as their 
ſtory lyes, wewill goon with it. Inthe firſt Heayen 
(ay they ) he ſaw Angels of the ſhape of all Creatures, 
ying for the Creatures of their ſhapes, and a Cock 
great, that ſtanding upon the Moon, his Coxcomb 
rach'd into the Imperial Heaven, many millions of 
miles Altitude; and when this mighty Chantjicleer 
cowed, all rhe Cocks upon earch re-ecchoed him. 
Then he brought him to the ſecond Heaven, which 
Was 1 ,ovw py thr five hundred years, wherein was 
Noah; and this Heaven was of Gold. The third 
was of Pearls, wherein was 4braham, and the huge. 
hugeAngel of Death,with his Book.and Pen in Hand, 
wricing-theTimes and mens Lives; (which fatal opini- 
ons make them hardy.) In the fourrh, he beheld an 
infinite company of Angels, whereof every one was 
a thouſand times bigger then the Globe ofthe carth;

Adam received, Seth Enoch thirty, and Abra- 
hant the Remainder: this Pen forſooth, allo wrir Me- 
ſes Law, David's LO, ChrifPs Goſpel, 'and Ma- 
homet's Alcoran. The fifth Heayen of Diamond, 
and in it. Moſes; the fixth of Ruby, and in it Joby 
Baptift; in the ſeycnth Heaven he faw the Throne 
of God ſupported by ſeven Angels, cach of them lg 
reat, that a Faulcon,. with inceſſant Iying, could 
carc&in a thouſand Years reach the diſtance of one 
Eye from another ; fourteen everlaſting burni 
Candles, hung about the Throne, whoſe leng 
(according ring my meaſure) was as much as a 
Horle ceuild tun in five hundred, Years. - There 
( aich this Blaſphemer) did he fee the Alrnight, 
who bid . him welcamme, and firoked him on th 
with: bs band.” which was. a; thouſand times 
"th he einer bs Baja Yay hy 
els, - bluſh'd, ( 4: thing be never , did for lying 
and ſec {ix Tod Which he wiped from his Brow 
and thtew into Paradilc, where qne. be a-Role, 
another a Gain of Rice, and the gther four be- 
came fout Learned Men, viz. Armet, Sembelin, Al 
mamed Muler-2ed, and Seh-nafin. Then xeturnin 
to his Elxperac, or Mule, he rode hack tg bis houle

the'Night ; but when he was req 
much mn. the Peoples ſight, he auſwered, Praiſed be 
God, I am a man, and an ApoſNve. 

The k Aſear (faith Belbonies) tellcth further, 
Thar in, his Journey * Mahomet heard a Womans 
Voice, aying, Mahomet.  Mahomet, but he Ron his 
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Peace; afrerwards another called him, but he gave 
no Anſwer. Mahontet asked the Angel who they 
were > He anſwered, That the one was ſhe which 
publiſhed the Jews Law, and it he had anſivered her, 
all his Diſciples ſhould have been Jews : the other 
was ſhe which delivered the Goſpel, whom if he: had 
anſwered all his Followers had been Chriſtians. 
Now, who would think People ſhould be fo cre- 
dulous to believe ſuch antick Stories : but his ather 
Opinions were full as ridiculous; as concerning the 
Day of Judgmenr, thar he ſhould paint it out by a 
great and fearful Duel berwixt him and Death, who 
being overcome, ſhall be ſo enraged, that he ſhall 
deſtroy all the World preſently ; and being atmed 
in flaming Braſs, ſhall ſound his Trumpet to cach 
Quarter of the W orld, whoſe affrighting Noife ſhall 
make all Creatures to give up the Ghoſt; yea, the 
very Angels alſo ſhall die; as alſo Adriel, who wrap- 
ing his ron Wings about him, ſhall ſtrangle him- 
of with ſuch a hideous Noiſe as is not to be imagi- 


Then ſhall enſue a terrible Earth-quake, and a 
violent ſhower of parching Brimſtone, which ſhall 
turn the World into a diſordered Chaos, in which 
Condition it ſhall remain the ſpace of forty days; 
when God ſhall rake it in his Fiſt, and ſay, here 
are now the Haughty Princes, the Cruel Tyrants, Laſ- 


civious W antons, and Covetous ——_ of the Farth ? 


Then will he rain down Mercy for forty Days and 
Nights together inceſſantly, which ſhall reduce the 
World again into a flouriſhing Condition. Then . 
ſhall the An el Seraphiel rake a Golden Trumpetin 
bis hand, of length five hundred Years Trayel from 
one end to another ; with which he ſhall give ſuch 
a Sound, as ſhall revive again both Angels and 
Q 4 Men, 
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Men, who ſhall re-aſſume their former Eſtate : after 
this, Michae/ the Arch-Angel comes with a mighty 
Ballance, and poiſes every man's Aftions in either 
Scale ; thoſe whoſe good Deeds out-weigh- their 
evil, are put on the right hand, the other on the left; 
then is every man loaden with his Sins in a Satchel, 
and hung abour his Neck, with which they pals on 
a narrow weak Bridge over the Mouth of Hell : 
now, thoſe that be heavy laden break the Bridge 
and fall therein ; bur fuch as have but few Sins pals 
over ſecurely. On the other {ide of the Bridge ſtands 
Mahomet, who ſhall be transformed into the ſhape 
of a mighty Raw, full'of Locks and long Fleeces of 
Wool, in which all his SeCtaries, like Fleas, ſhall 
ſhroud themſelves; then will he jump into Paradile, 
and fo convey them all thither. 

Paradiſe he deſcribed to be as many miles about 
as there be Attomes in the Sun, and that it isenclo- 
ſed with a Wall of nincty times refined Gold, ten 
thouſand miles high, and three thouſand thick, ha- 
ving ſeven Gates to enter in at, and is divided into 
{even ſpacious Gardens, and thoſe ſub-divided into 
ſeventy times ſeven ſeveral places of Delight. In 
this place he promiſes ro his Muſſel-men or rruc Be- 
lieyers, all ſenſual Pleafures and Delights jimagina- 
ble ; namely, That they ſhould haye Garments of 
Silk, with all ſorts of Colours, Bracelets of Gpld and 
ber; Parlours and Banquerting-houſesupon Floods 
and Rivers, Veſlels of Gold and Silver, Angels 
ſerving them,bringing,in Gold and Silver Flaggons, 
Milk and Wine ; curious Lodgings rarely furniſhed, 
Cuſhions, Pillows, and Down-beds, moſt beautiful 
Women to accompany them, Maidens and Virgins 
with twinkling Eyes, Gardens and Orchards with 
| , Fountains, Springs, and all manner of plea- 

: ant 
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fancFruit, Rivers of Milk, Honey, and ſpiced Wine, 
all manner of ſweer Odours, Pertumes, and fragrant 
Scents, yea, whatloever the Fleſh ſhall deſire to have. 
In this Paradiſe (faith Mahomet ) there is a Table 
of Diamond ſeyen hundred thouſand days —_ 
long; ( does not he, think you, deſerve the Whetſtone ) 
this is for men to feaſt upon, fitting on Chairs of 
Gold and Pearl. Gabriel, the Porter of Paradiſe, 
hath ſeventy thouſand Keys which belong to his 
Office, and every Key is ſeven thouſand mm long, 
( queftionleſs he mutt L very ſtrong, or elſe thoſe Keys 
muit needs tire him.) Here ( ſaith the Alcoran ) men 
ſhall rumble in all manner of Pleaſure, repoſing up- 
on fair Beds lined with Crimſon, there ſhall they 
gather the Fruits of the Garden to their Content- 
ment ; there ſhall they enjoy the Company of fair. 
and beautiful Damſels, whoſe Hairs be T hreds of 
Gold, their Eyes of Diamonds, as big as the Moon, 
their Lips of Cherries, their Tecth of Pearl, their 
Tongues of Rubies, their Cheeks of Coral, their 
Noſes of Jaſpar, (ver rich Girls ) their Fore-heads 
of Saphyr, their Eyes exceeding black, and Bodies 
exceeding white, round fac'd, ſweet as Musk, amo- 
rous, and very beautiful all ver; there ſhall they 
{pend the time with theſc Virgins in pleaſant Arbors, 
who being cenjoyed., ſhall Jave their Virginitics 
again renewed as often as loſt. In the midſt of this 
delightful place (faith he ) is a very high ſpreadin 
Tree, higher than all the Mountains in the Wor 
were they heap'd one upon another, and fo broad 
that it ſhadeth all Paradiſe. The Trunk of this ex- 
traotdinary rare Tree is all of Diamond, the leaves 
of _ Gold, and the Boughs of Jett; cach 
Leaf hath an Antick Shape, having on one fide 
growing the Name of God, and on the other that 
of Mahget. Nor 
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Nor were 'his ridiculous Fopperics of Hell le 
than the other ; namely, that it was the Navel of 
the World, compaſied with a large high Wall of 
attractive Adamant, having ſeven Gates of flamin 
Braſsto enter in at; that it was divided into fey 
Cells or Dungeons, whereof ſome were more loath- 
ſom and fuller of Torments than others, which are 
prepared for thoſe Souls who have higheſt tranſ- 

refed. Some of thele Cayes ( laith he )are ſo deep, 
that a Mill-ſtone in a thouſand years cannot attain to 
the bottom, and other places are without Bottom; 
In the deſcent of theſe deep Caves or Dungeons, are 
placed ſharp Pikes and Swords, zo wound and tor- 
ment the Souls that move there. [Theſe Dungeons 
are full of flaming Oyl and Brimſtone, which fir- 
keth ſuch a Terror, that the very Devils themſelves 
do how!l, ſcrectch, and rage there beyond meaſure: 
other Dungeons be tull ” Serpents, Foads, and all 
manner -of venemous and noiſome'Crearures that 
can be imagined. Here hall the Wicked eat of the 
Fruit of the Tree Zacon, which, being; in their 
ſhall lame like Sulphur; they ſhall drink boyli 
water, and cyery day of new Torment fhall have 
alteration. Some Rivtrs ( faith he ) be full of Cro- 
codiles, orhers ſo cold as makes them gnaſh» and 
chatter, others boyl with violence of heat ; yet (faith 
the Alcoran ) not thelc pains endure for ever; 
for: after ſo many thouſand years, when' each Soul 
hath ſaffcr'd according to.the demegits: of the Sins 
which he hath corpmitted, thenſhallthey be deliver- 
ed by Mahomet; (yea his Charity is{o grear, that hc 
will deliver the Devils alſo) firſt, changing their 
afirighting ſhapes into others more tollerable, and 
then by waſhing them in a River flowing out of 
Paradiſe called Alcanſer, they ſhall become _ 
than 
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than- the driven Snow, and-{rom thence forward 
Lala Hillulaes unto Mahomet. And this is that 
he delivers of Hell, whole deſcription he might the 
beucr give, as being the place of his proper relxdence. 
His DoGtrune of Angels was, that they were either 
good or bad paboth ubxQ to death ; the good, as 
conſiſting of Elame, becauſe Lucifer, an Angel, b 
Ambition was caſt out of Paradiſe ; the bad Angels 
ac impriſoned in s, Swine, Toads, Wolves, 
Bears, T'ygers, &e. er the Judgment-day they 
mult be tormented in Hell ſome Mullions of years. 
and afterwards be delivered by Mahomet,aud ned 
into Paradiſe; but as for the Women, poor Souls! 
be they never ſo good,they havethe Gates ſhut againſt 
tem ; yet are ed to a, Manſion withour, 


' where they ſhall live happily, as wicked Women 


to another place, replcat with all dolour and miſery. 
As. abſurd. and ridiculous were his opiniogs con- 
Erning our Saviour Chriſt, as that the Virgin Mary 
<nccaved him by {ſmelling to a Roſe, prelented to 
ber by the Angel Gabrie,, and that he wasborn our 
of her Breaſts; alſo that ſhe was free from Original 
fin, and the Temptations of the Devil. Chriſt is cal- 
oops the Alcoran, the Breath and Word of God 
d ©) knowthe Secrets of Hearts, to raile the dead 
tolife, cure. diſcaſes, reſtore fight ro the Blind, and 
lpeech to the Dumb, and that his Diſciples wrought 
racles by his Vertue. Yet vilit = nat hi 
Sepukchre in their Pilgrimages, (not thinking him 
to have died) as generally bruted; for beings they 
lay) led rowards the Place of Execurion, God, not 
permitting fo baſe a People to purto death fo _ 
a Propher, did afſume him into Heayen : when miſt, 
and ſought by the Souldiers in the throng, they kid 
hold of one ofthe Judges that had condemne bans 
who 
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who reſembled him much in favour and proportion, 
telling him that he ſhould not eſcape from them 
again; and ſo not believing whatloeyer he ſaid, did 
Execute him in his Room. They ny puniſh 
all ſuch as blaſpheme him ; and ſay that he ſhall re- 
turn to Judgment about forry years before the 
Warlds ending ; and that at the laſt day the Righ- 
tcous ſhall enter into Heaven, the Jews under the 
Banner of Moſes, the Chriſtians under the Banner 
of Chriſt, and the Saracens under his Banner. _ 
Having with theſe and {the like odd whimzies, 
patched up his Alcoran, to give it the better credit, 
thatthe People might imagine it to comie from Hea- 
ven, he deviled this _— way ; He ſecretly 
cauſeda wild Af tabe taken and bound, his Alcotan 
being fairly written about his Neck; then 


as he ' 
— unto the People, he pretended a ſudden 


pruce,of ſome extraotdinary thing that was revea- 
led ro him from above, and with a loud voice ſpake 
tothe People, Te have deſired a Law, behold God hath 
ſent you a Law from Heaven , go to ſuch a Deſart, 
there ſhall ye find an Aſs, and a Book tyed about his 
Neck, which will dire# you in the ways which God 
hath commanded. Thercupon the People run in 
great haſte (and asthey could do no othet) found it ac- 
cording as he had ſaid ; ſo with great Pomp they 
brin k the Aſs with the Book about his neck, 
fuicable ro the Bearer ; and now ( as ng: wi 
convinced) they give great Honour to this their 
new Prophet. 
Thus were theſe filly Souls deluded by this cun- 
ning Impoſtor to imbrace a bruitiſh,ſenſual Religion; 
bur fleſhly People will have a fleſhly Religion, 
and a fleſhly Paradiſe to inhabit : But like Prophet 
like People, and like Religion, for Mahomet himle! 
was 
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was ſuch a fleſhly Fellow, thar in glorying of his 
ſtrength, he boaſted, that he had known his cleven 
Wives luccefhively in one hour, and permitting, by 
his impure Law, to his followers, to take unto thetn 
four W uves, (though they be nigh of Kin) yea five, 
marrying them Virgins; and totake beſides as many 
of them which they have bought and taken Cap- 
tives, as their ability will ſerve to maintain. Theſe 
were his ſenſual bruitiſh baits ro catch the credulous 
ncon{iderate Multitude; but his devices are ſo ri- 
diculous, that a wiſe man cannot chuſe but ſmile 
2 his conceits in Pleaſure: this indeed hath made 
many of the moſt ſerious of them to miſlike his in- 
yentions and ſenſual delights. Amongſt the reſt, 

Avicena, one of his own Set ; Mahomet (faith 

) ©© hath given us a Law, which ſheweth the per- 
* iection of felicity to conſiſt in thoſe things 'which 
© concern the Body ; whereas the Wiſe and Sages 
*of old had a greater deſire to expreſs the feliciry 
©* of the Soul then"of the Body ; as for the bodtly 
* felicity, though it were granted them, yet they re- 
® parded it not, nor eſteemed it, in compariſon of the 
* telicity which the Soul requireth. 

Mahomet had alfo in him a ſpice of the tranſmi- 
gration of Souls from one Body unto another, by 
which means he deviſed how a Camel might pal: 
through the Eye of a Needle ; the Soul of-a Sinner 
for Purgation entring firſt into the Body of a Camel, 
thert' of a lefler Beaſt, and finally of 2 lirtle Worm, 
which ſhould creeprhrough the eye of a Needle, and 
lo become pertett. 

The Saracens, his Followers, eſteem Rice as a 
meat Delicacy, by reaſon of their Tradition chart it 
came of Mahomet's.

Muſuiman Pilgrims, after their return from 
Wecha,vifit this Temple,becauſe Mahbomet,yet living, 
ws wont to ſay, T hat he would, for him whic 
kould viſit his Tombe, as well as if he had viſited 
km living, intercede with God for a life full of 
Meaſures. Therefore do they throng thither with 
neat vencration, kiſs and embrace the grates, ( for 
wne haye acceſs tro the Urn of Stone _) and many 
ix love of this Place, leave their Country, yea, ſome 
madly put out their Eyes to ſee no Worldly thing 
ater, and there ſpend the reſt of their days. So zea- 
bus are theſe ſortiſh People in this ſenſual, ſenceleſs, 
neligious Religion.

ninth, he received the Precept, which in the tenth he 
brake, and therefore was judged in the cleventh ;

Syriack, or Aramitiſh, ſaith R. Juda, and,as Raſe hlaks 
addeth, the Creator ſhewed him all Genetarions, 
and the wiſe men in them. His ſin, after Jehnda, was

SKIN, , 

They farther tell, that he was an Hermaphto- 
dite, a Man-woman, having both Sexes, and a 
double Body ; the Female part joyned at the Shoul- 
ders and back parts to the Male, their Countcnances 
turned from each other. T his they prove by Moſes 
his words, So God created Man in his Image, Male aid 
Female created he them, and he called their name 
ADAM.

A notable Combat betwixt a Knight and an 
Eſquire in the time of Richard the Second. 


& y HIS Combat was fought before the King's Pa- 
lace at Weſtminſter, on the Pavement there, 
berwixr one Sir Vi Amneſly Knight, ahd one The- 
me Katrington, Eſquire, the ſeventh of June, Anno 
1380: the occaſion thus. 

The Knight accuſed rhe Eſquire of Treaſon, for 
that where the Fortreſs of $. Saviour, within the Ile 
of Conſtantine in Normandy, belonging ſometime to 
Sir John Chandos, had been commitred to- the (aid 
Katrington as Captain thereof, ro keep ir againſt rhe 
Enemies; he had for Money (old and delivered it 
over to the French-men, whereas he was ſufficiently 
provided of Men, Munition and Victuals, 'to haye 
defended it againft them. And fſince'the — 
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of that Fortreſs and Lands ing thereto, had- 
appercained to the faid ameſy in right of his Witc, 
25 neareſt Couſiri by Aﬀniry to Sir, John Chandoz, 
{by the falſe Con of the faid Katrington 'it 

not been made away, and alienated into. the 
Enemies Hands , he therefore to try the 
| I by Combat againſt the ſaid Katrington : 
which being purrothe Judgment of ancient Knights, 
it was by them delivered, That for ſuch a Foreagt 
Conrroverſie that had Ttiſcn within' the Limirs of 
the Realm, bur touched Poſleflion of things on the 
further fide the Sea, it was lawful ro' have it tryed 
by Batre), if the cauſe were firſt notified to the Con- 
ble and Marſhal of the Realm, andthat the Come 
bar was accepted by the Parties.

ſo as his Spirits wete in a manner taken from him, 
The King and the Nobles perceiving the Knight {6 
couragiouſly to demand to try the Bartel forth ro'the 
utrermoſt, offering great Sums of ! that ſoit 
might be done, decreed, that they ſhould be reſto- 
red again to the ſameplight in which they lay when 
they: were raiſed up.

Theodora hearing 
of it, thinking to excuſe him, came and preſented 
her {elf as the guilty Party, defiring that ſhe mighe 
die,and the other be excuſed ; bur the metcileſs Judge 
cauſed them both to be put to death. 


The admirable love and affeion betwixt Titus 
and Gilippus, two Noble young men, the one 
* of Rome, the other of Athens. 


Here was in the City of Rome, a noble Senatot 
named Futvins, who ſent his Son called Titus, 
being a child,to the City of Athens in-Greece(the foun- 
tain thenof good Letters)thererolearn and be inſtruCt- 
ed, boarding him with a worthiptul man of that City, - 
called Chremes. This Chremes had a Son named G#- 
Pppur, who not onely was equal to the faid young 
tusinyears, but alſo in ſtatutc, ptoportion of body, 
favour, countenance'and ſpeech ; in a word, ſo like 
that without much difficulty it could notbe diſcerned 
of their own Parents which was Titus from Gi/ippus, 
or Gi/ipphs from Titus. Theſe two voung Gentlemen, 
as they ſeemed to be one in form and perionage, ſo 
ſhonly after acquainrance, the ſarne Nature wrought 


in their hearts ſuch" a"murual affeftion, that theit 


wills and appcrites' daily I and mote {o onde: 
| rat 
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rated theraſelves, that it Teemed noother when their 
names were declared, but that they had onely char- 
ged their places, iſluing (as I might ſay) out of one ho- 
dy and entring into' the other. - They went to their 
Learning and Study together, as alſo to their Meals 
and Paſtimes, delighred both m one doftrine, and 
profited equally therein, with ſuch fruitful encreaſe, 
that in few years ſcarce any in Athens were compara- 
ble unto them. Ar laſt died Chremes, leaving his 
Son Giippus a valt Eſtate, and being now of ripe 
years, his friends and kindred were at him to marry, 
- allo his fricnd Titas, thereby to propagate his Po- 
{terity. 

They having found one in all reſpets anſ{werable 
unto him, with much importunity he was content- 
ed to go and ſee her, whom he liked ſo well, that 
he became greatly enamoured of her, taking great 
delight in he contemplation of her moſt 
beauty, and rare endowments of mind. But no hap- 
pineſscould betide him without his friend participated 
with him 2 therefore on a time he took Titus alohyg 
with him to ſee this Idol of his Soul, who having 
beheld ſo Heavenly a perſonage,adorned with Beauty 
inexplicable, ſuch an amiable countenance, mixt 
with maidenly ſhamefac'dneis,and the rare and ſober 
words, ſo well couched, proceeding from her pretty 
mouth, ſtruck him with ſo njuch admiration, that 
neither the Study of Philoſophy,nor the remembrance 
of his dear friend Gifpps, who. 'fo' much loved and 
truſted him, could put the remembrance of her out 
of-his mind ; (o that withdrawing himſelt as 1t were 
into his Study, tormented and ed with Love, 
he threw himfelf on a Bed, and. there ruminaring 
upon what was-paſled, and therctyy; his pokindnels to 
his dear friend G46} pws, he begantoeurts his fate, a 

wi 
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wiſh he had nevercome to Athens; and theſe thoughts 
took fuch a deep imprefhion upon him, that what 
for lack of fleep and other perturbations, he was 
brought intoa very languithing condition. His friend 
Gifppus perceiving this, alteration, and willing to 
remedy what 'was amils in him, dernanded of Titus 
what was the cauſe of hisdiſcale, blaming him for 
unkindneſs in.not revealing it unto him, proteſting 
there was nothing which lay in his power which he 
woutld not undergo to - pleafure his friend ; with 
which words the morral fighs renewed in Tits, and 
the (alt tears'brake our of his eys irt ſtich abutidance 
as it had been a Land-flood  rutming down oft a 
Mountain aftet a ftorm, ſo that Tits asit were con- 
ſtrained, bluſhing and aſhamed, holdins* down his 
head, with nmch difficulty returned this anfwer. 

' My: dear and moſt loving friend, withdraw your 
friendly offers, ceaſe your courtelte, refrain your 
tears and r ings, rather take aKknife and flay me 
here where Tlie; or otherwiſe take vengeance on me, 
moſt miſerable and faile Traitor wnto-yeu; and of 
allother moft worthy to ſaffer ſhameful dearh. For 
whereas God of Natore,. like a$'he' hath given tous 
{umilitude in all the parts of our body; fo had he 
<njoyned: our wills, ſtudies, and appetites together 
in oo; fo that between rfiers was neyer like concord 
and love, as T ſuppoſe: * Arid now notwithſtanding, 
onely with the look of a wothan; rhoſt bord of love 
be diflotved, reaſon opt friendfhifexcluded ; 
thert/availerhmo Wifdomn!,nis Dofttive; ho Fidelity 
or truſt :yea,you your (eWf'ie theralſe af fl thin.” Alas, 
Gif pas! whar envious Spitittmoved you tobfirng me 
with you to her whortſy& hive & tbe your 
Wife, whete I reveived this poiſoit'y'l fay, Gifp 
where way-chitn your 7 yoo ter 
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notthe frailry ot our common Nature > what needed 
you to call me for a witnels'of your private delights 
why would ye have me fee that, which you your 
ſelf could not bchold without raviſhing of mind 
and carnal appetite? Alas! why forgot ye, that our 
mindsand appetites were cver one? and that alſo what 
you liked, was ever to me in like degree pleaſant » 
what will ye more 2Gi/pprs, I {ay, your cruſt is the 
cauſe that I am intrapped. The rayes: or beams 
iſſuing from the cyes of her whom you have cholen, 
with the remembrance of her incomparable vertues, 
hath pierced my heart_ in fuch- wiſe, that I. deſire 
nothing more than to be out ct this wretched Life 
which 1s .not worthy the apay of ſo:noble and 
loving a Friend as you be ; concludirig 'his Speech 
with-a profound Sigh, and ſuch. pletty.:of Tears, as 
rs if-his whole Body would be diſlolved-into falr 

rops. Wes 

Bur Gi/ippus, nothin p diſmay'd at hiswords, embra- 
cing and kiſhng him,thus anſwered, Why!Titus,I&this 
your only ſickneſs and grict,that ye fo uncourteouſly 

ave {a long concealed, and with murch-morenn- 
kindneſs kept-from:me than ye bave conceived it ? 
I acknowledge my. fally. wherewith ye bave righely 
upbraided me,-that in ſhewing her 1o.you whom [I 
loved, 4 remembred yot- the eſtate of+0ur Nature, 
nor the agreeablenels, by. (as I may:ſay )the riniry 
of our two Appetites : ſurely: that vlt:can be. by 
no reafon-exculed ;.;w Ye it is only, that. have 
offended 5,1 contrls:a9 you Titns, 1 loye that Maid 
as much as any Umm en pollible, and rodk in 


her ENmAnY de and plcalure,han.of all 
the Treatuee angd.L army: Father:-let:me;which- 
you know was very, muck;;;hbwheit, fþr-che-tervertt 

ve Ibear to your; Virmaes, here I renouhce-to-yol 


clearly 
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clearly all my title and Intereſt that I now have, or 
might have in that Maiden. 

And therefore call royou your former Courage, 
abandon all che Heavineſs, the day appointe d tor 
our Marriage approacheth, let us conſult how 
withour difficulry ye may wholly atrain your deſire. 
Now you know that we two be foalike, that being 
apart, and in like Apparel, few men do know us 
from each other, alſo you know the cuſtom is, that 
notwithſtanding awy Ceremony done at the time of 
the Spoulals, yet the Marriage is not.confirmeduntil 
at Night, that the Husband puts a Ring on the Fing- 
cr of his ite, and unlooſerh her Girdle. Where- 
fore I my (elf will be preſent with my Friends to 
perform all the parts of a Bridegroom, and you ſhall 
abide in a ſecret place where I ſhall appoint you, 
-until ir be Night, when ycu ſhall be conveyed in- 
to the Maids Chamber, and forthe likeneſs of our 
Perſonages and of our Apparel, you will not be 
known by the Women, which have. with us no 
acquaintance ; then get you to Bed, and put. your 
own Ring upon the Maids Finger, and undo her 
Girdle of Virginity, by which the Marriage will 
be conſummared. With thele words Titus began to 
move as it were our of a Dream, and doubting 
whether he heard G:ippas ſpeak, or elle ſaw. but a 
Viſion, lay ſtill as a man abaſhed, but having a 
little recovered himlelf, he thanked Gifipprs for his 
incomparable kindneſs, but refuſed thE Benefit 
thar he offered, ſaying, that it were better a 
hundred ſuch unkind wretches as he was ſhould | 
pcriſh, then ſo noble man as was Gijppus ſhould ſuf- 
fer any reproach or damfhage. Bur Gifprus (ware 
and proteſted char he freely reſigned the Lady unto 
him, and therewith embraced and kiffed Titus z who 

KY there- 
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thereupon. ſetting himſelf up in his Bed, the blood 
ſomewhat reſorted unto his vilage, and after a little 
good Meats and Drinks taken, he was in a few days 
reſtored again to. his former ſtrength and vigour. 

In ſhort, the day of Marriage was come, when 
Gifpgus accompanied with his Friends, went to the 
Bride's Houſe, where they were nobly entertained 
and feaſted, and afterthe Covenants were read and 
ſealed, the Dowry appointed, and all other things 
concluded, the Friends of either partzook their leave 
and red ; the Bride with a tew Women ( as was 
the m) brought.inco her Chamber ; then, (as 
it was befare agreed ) Titus was conveyed into her 
Chamber, and being taken for Gi/ppus) into her Bed ; 
where he firſt demanded of her, itthatſheloved him, 
pad vauchſafed to take him tor hes Husband, forſa- 

in 


allocher,which ſhe wich a bluſhing coumenance,” 


laughing and/half mourning, (as 1n point to de- 
partfrom her Maiden-head,bur ſuppoſing it to be Gi- 
ſppus that asked her)affirmed:Then did he ask her, if 
that ſhe in ratifyingrthar promiſe, would receiye his 
Ring 2 whereto p——_— putthe Ring on her 
Finger, and unlooſed her Girdle, and {o they loving- 
| q down into the Bed together, where, what 
cy did there, ] leave to married mens umagi- 
nation. 

The morrow being come, Gi/ppus thinking it 
expedient that the truth ſhovld' be diſcoyered, al- 
{embled the Nobility of che Ciry to his Houſe, where 
a full Aſſembly being core, Titus made to them this 

following Oratian. 
®' Moſt noble Athenians, there isat this time ſhewed 
amongſt you an example almoſt incredible, of the 
divine power of honourable Love, and therefore 
vive 
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give;due thanksto God, if there remain among you 
any token of the ancient Wiſdom of your moſt 
Noble Progenitors. Bur I ſhall not ſtay you long 
in my preamble, but come to the matter. Ir is not. 
unknown to you all wherefore I came to this Ciry, 
and how that happening into the houſe of Chremes 
I tound there his Son Gi/ppus, of my. own age, and 
in every thing fo like cach other, that neither his 
Father, nor any other man could diſcern of us the 
one from the other, but- by our own means or 
ſhewing, inſomuch as there were put abour our 
Necks Laces of ſundry Colours to declare our Perſo- 
nages. What mutual agreement and Love hath 
been always between us during this eight years that 
we have been together, ye all be witneſſes, that have 
been beholders and wonderers at our moſt ſweet 
Converlation, and conſentof Appetites, wherein was 
never any diſcord or variance. And as for my 
part, after the Deccaſc of my Father, notwithſtand- 
ing that there. was deicended unto me very large 
Pofſethons, fair Houſes, with abundance of Kiches : 
alſoI being called home by the importunate Ler- 
ters of my Allyes and Friends, which be of the moſt 
noble of all the Sevators, offering me the advance- 
ment to the higheſt dignities in the Publick-Weal; 
asalſo the loving Lerters from my tender Mother, 
wherein ſhe accuſerh me of unkindneſsfor my long 
tarrying, eſpecially now in her moſt diſcomfort ; 
Yet could not all this once remoye me from my 
dear Friend Gi5ppus, and, but by force, could not I 
nor yet may be drawn from his {weet” company, 1 
chooſing rather to live with him as his companion 
and fellow,yea,as his Seryant,rather than to be Con- 
ful of Rome. Yet this my kindneſs hath he well 
requited,or, (as I may ſay) redoubled, delivering me 
T 4 from 
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from the death, yea, the moſt painful death of all 
other. I perceive you wonder hereat, noble A4theri- 
ans, and no maryel ; for what Perſon ſhould be fo 
hardy to attempt any ſuch thing againft me, being 
a Roman, and of the Noble blood of the Romans ; 
or who ſhould be thought fo Malicious to flay me 
who(asall ye be my judges) never treſpaſſed againſt 
any Perſon within this City : No, no, my Friends, 
I do not {y{pet any of you. I perceive you deſire 
to know what he was that would preſume on ſuch 
an enterpriſe? It was Love,noble Athenians, the ſame 
Love, waich (as your Poets feign_) did wound the 
_ molt part of the Gods; wha conſtrained jane 
to transform himſelf into a Swan, a Bull, 
and divers other likenefles. The ſame Love 
that cauled Hercules, the vanquiſher and deſtroyer 
of Monſters and Gyants, to {pin on a Wheel, tfit- 
ting amongſt Maidens in Womens Apparel. 'The 
ſame Love that cauſed to aſſemble. the Princes of 
Aſa and Greece in the Fields of Troy. The ſame 
Love (lI fay ) againſt whoſe Aſſaults may be found 
no reljſtance, hath ſuddenly and unawares ſtricken 
me tothe heart, and that with {uch force, that I had 
immediately dyed, bad not the incomparable Friend- 
ſhip of Gi*ppus holpen me : I perceive you would 
fain know who ſhe is thatI loved. I will no _ 

delay yau, noble Athenians, it is Sophronia, the 
dy whom Gifppus had choſen for his Wite, and 
whom he moſt intirely loved. But when his moſt 
gentle heart perceived, that my love was in a much 
higher degreethan his towards that Lady, and that 
it procceded neither of wantonneſs, nor any corrupt 
defixe or fantaſie ; but inan inſtant, by the only look, 
and that with ſuch fervency, as made me {o capti- 
vated in Cupids thrall, that I deſired Death _—_ 
than 
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than life; he by his wiſdom perceived ( as I doubt 
not but that ye now do.) thatit was the very provi- 
fion of God, that ſhe ſhould be my Wife, and not 
his, whereto he plying place, and more eſteeming 
true Friendſhip than the love of a Woman, where- 
unto he was induced by his Friends, and notby 
violence of Cupid,conſtrained as Iam, hath willing- « 
ly granted to me the intereſt that he had in the La- 
y ; and it is I, Titus, that have really wedded her,l 
have put the Ring on her Finger, I have undone 
the Girdle of ſhamefac'dneſs, what will ye more? 1 
have lain with her, confirmed the Matrimony, and 
made her a Wite. 
This Oration, inſtead of applaule, was received of 
the Auditors with a general murmuring, and di- 
dainful looks on Gifppus; whereupon Titus proceed- 


_ cd thus. 


I wonder (noble Athenians ) what ſhould make 
you thus to grudge at Gi/ppns, who knew he might 
fhnd in - Greece another [ady, as fair and as rich 
as this he had choſen ; and one perchance that he 
might love better. But ſuch a Friend as I was (ha- 
ving reſpe&t toour likeneſs, the long approved con- 
cord, allo my Eſtate and condition ) he was ſure 
tofind not one; alſo the Lady ſuffers no diſparage- 
ment in her blood, nor hindrance in her marriage, 
but is much rather advanced ( no diſpraiſe to my 
dear friend Giſppus.) Allo conſider, noble Athenians, 
that I took her not, my Father living, when ye might 
have ſuſpetted, that as well her Riches as her Beauty 
ſhould have thereto allured me, but ſoon after my 
Fathers deceaſe,when I far exceeded her in Poſſeſſhons 
and Subſtance, when the moſt notable men of Rome 
and of Italy-defired my alliance ; ye have therefore 
all cauſe to rejoyce and thank Gifppus, and not to be 


angry, 
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angry, and alſo to extoll his. wonderful kindneſs 
towards me, whereby he hath won me and all my 
blood, ſuch friends to you and your City, that ye 
may be aflured to be by us defended againſt all the 
World : which being conſidered, Gi/ippus hath well 
deſerved a Statue of Gold tobe, fer on a Pillar in the 
mid(t of your City, for an honourable Monument 
in the remembrance of our incomparable Friendſhip, 
and of the good that thereby may come to your Ci- 
ty. Bur if this perſwaſion cannot fatisfie you, but that 
ye will imagine any thing to the damage of m 
Friend Gi5ppus after my departure, I vow to: God, 
Creator of all things, that as ſoon as | ſhall have 
knowledge thereof, I ſhall forthwith reſort hither, 
with the invincible Power of the Romans, and re- 
venge him in ſuch wiſe againſt his Enemies, that all 
Greece ſhall ſpeak of it to their perpetual diſhonour, 
ſhame, and reproach. - And therewith Titus and Gi- 
fipus aroſe, the Athenians tor the preſent diſlembling 
their Malice, for the fear they had of Titus. 

Soon alter, Titws, being ſent for by the Authority 
of the Senate and People of Rome, preparcd to depart 
out of Athens, and would fain have had Gifppus to 
have gone with him, offering to divide with him all 
his Subſtance and Fortune. Giſpps, confidering 
how neceſſary his counſel ſhould be to:the City of 
Athens, would not depart out of his Counttey,though 
he moſt carneſtly delired the Company of Titws. 

Thus Titus with his Lady is departed towards the 


City of Rome, where, at their coming, they were, of 


his Mother, his Kinſmen, and of all the Senate and 
People molt joyfully received. And there lived Ti- 
tus with his Lady in Joy inexplicable, having by 
her many brave Children, and for his Wiſdom and 
Learning was {o highly eſteemed, that there was 
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no Dignity or honourable Office within the City, 
that he had nor with much favour and praiſc at- 
chieved and occupied. 

But to return to Gi/frpus, who immediately upon 
the departure of Titus was ſo maligned at, as wellby 
his own Kinſmen, as by the Friends of the Lady, 
which he, to their ſeeming, moſt ſhametully aban- 
doned, leaving her to Titus, that they ſpared nat 
daily to vex Gl with all kinds of reproach that 
they could deviſe or imagine; and firlt, they ex- 
cluded him out of their Council, and prohibited 
from him all honeſt Company ; but not being there- 
with ſatisfied, they finally adjudged him unworthy 
to enjoy any Goods or Pofletfions left him by his 
Parents, whom he ( as they ſuppoſed }) by his un- 
diſcreet Friendſhip had fo diſtained, wheretore they 
dcſpoiled him of all things, and almoſt naked cx- 

ed him our of the Ciry. And thus was Gi/fppas, 
farely-Wealthy, and one of the moſt Noble men 
of Athens, torhis kind keart, baniſhed hisown Coun- 
try ; where, as a man diſmai'd, wandring hither and 
thither, finding no man that would ſuccour him; 
atlaſt remembring in what pleaſure his friend Tits 
lived with his Lady, for whom he. ſuffered theſe 
damages, concluded to go to Rome, and declare his 
misfortune to his friend. In ſhort, with much pain, 
cold, hunger and thirſt, he came tothar City, where, 
enquiring for the bouſe of Titus, at the laſt he cams 
to it: but beholding it ſobeauritul, large and Prince- 
ty, he was aſhamed toenter it, being in {o ſimple 
and mean Array ; ſtanding by therefore, that in 
caſe Titus came forth out of his Houſe, he might 
preſent himſelf to him. He being in this thought, 
Titus, holding his Lady by the hand, came forth of 
his Palace, and taking their Horſcs to ſolace them- 
{clyes, 
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ſelyes, ſaw Gifppus, -but beholding his ſimple Appa- 
rel, regarded him nor, but paſled forth on their way, 
wherewith Gif; pus was ſo wounded to the hearr, 
thinking 7itas had contemaed his tortune, that, op- 
pong with mortal heayineſs, he fell in a {woon, 
ut being recovered by ſome thar ſtood by, think- 
ing him to be ſick, forthwith departed, intending 
not to tarrv any longer, bur asa wild Beaſt, to wan- 
der abroad in the V orld. and ſopalling torwards, he 
for wearinels was conſtrained to enter into an old 
Barn without the Ciry, where, caſting himſclt on 
the bare ground, with weeping and dolorous crying 
he bewailed his fortune ; but moſt of all accuſing the 
ingratitude,of Titus, for whom he ſuffered all that 
miſery, the remembrance whereof was ſo intolera- 
ble, that he derermined no longer to, live in that 
anguiſh and dolour ; and therewith drew his Knite, 
purpoſing to have ſlain himſelf: but the wiſdom 
(which he by the ſtudy of Philoſophy had atrain- 
ed) withdrew him from that deſperate at.' And in 
this contention between wiſdom and will, fatigate 
with long Journeys and watch, or as God would 
have it, he fell into a deep ſleep. His Knife (where- 
with he would have ſlain himſelt ) falling down by 
him. In the mean time, a bloody Thict which had 
robhed and ſlain a man, was entred into the Barn 
where Gik: pus lay, .intending to lic there all that 
Night; who ſceing Gifppus bedewed with Tears, and 
his Vidage repleniſhed wich Sorrotv, alſo the naked. 
knife by him, judged that he wax a man deſperate, 
and ſooverwhelmed with grief, that he was weary of 
his Life; whichthe ſaid Ruffian taking for a good oc- 
calion to eſcape, rook the Knife of Gifpres, and 
putting it in the wound of him that was ſlain, pur 
tall bloody in the hand of Gifppas, being - 4 
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ſleep, and ſo departed. Soon after, the dead man 
being found, the Officers made diligent ſearch for 
the Murtherer : at laſt, entring into the Barn, and 
finding Gifppas afleep, with the bloody Knife in 
his hand, awaked him, layitig unto him the death 
of the man, and the — of the bloody Knife. 
Gippus hereat nothing dilmai'd, defiring death 
more then life, and to die rather by the Laws, then 

by the violence of his own hand ; wherefore he de- 

nied nothing that was laid to his charge, but defi- 
red the Officers to make haſte, that he might be 

ſhortly out of his life. 

Quickly Report hereot came to the Senate, that a 
man was ſlain, and that a Stranger, a Greek born, 
was found in ſuch form as is above mentioned ; 
wherefore they forthwith commanded him to be 
brought into their preſence, ſicring there at that time, 
Titus being then Conſul, or in other ſuch like Drg- 


nity. 

The miſerable Gif pns being brought to the 
Bar with Bills and ſtaves like a Felon, it was de- 
marded of him, if he. flew the man that was found 
dead 2 he nothing denied it, but in moſt forrowfal 
manner curſed his fortune, naming himſelf of all 
xhers moſt miſerable. Ar laſt, one demanding of 
#hat Country he was, he confeiled to be an Arhe- 
wan, and therewith caſt his ſorrowful Eyes upon 
Titus with much indignation, breaking forth into 
bghs and abundance of tears. Titus now marking 
kim yery well, perceived it was his dear friend Gi- 
io and thinking he was brought in deſpair by 

mifadventure, he roſe our of the place where he 


e, and falling on, his knees before the Judges, ſaid, 
that he had ſlainthe man, for old malice that he bare 
b him, and that Gifpjus being a ſtranger, and all 

/ men 


< 
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might ' perceive that he was a deſperate Perſori, 
who to abbreviate his ſorrows'conftefled the att 
whereof he was innocent, to the intent that he would 
finiſh his ſorrows with death, wherefore Titns del 
red the Judges to give {entence' on him according 
to his merits. Bur-Gifppus perceiving his triend-Tirxs 
(contraty to his expeftation ) ro offer hiraſelf to 
death for his ſafeguard, more importunately cryed 
out to the-Senate to proceed in their judgment or 
him, that vvas indeed the very offender. 

Thus they of long time,with abundance; of tears, 
contended which of them ſhould'die for the other, 
whereat all the Senate. and People were wondertally 
abaſhed; not knowing what it meant. Now it bay- 
pened, thar the Murtherer was inthe preale- at that 
time, who perceiving the rharvellous contention of 
theſe two Perions,, which were both innocent, and 
that it proceeded of an incomparable Friendſhip, was 
vehemently provoked ro diſcover the truth: where- 
fore, breaking, thraugh the preafe, arid coming be- 
fore the Senate, {pake-in this wile; | 

' Noble Senators, | am here come- to accuſe my: 
ſelt, having lived.a-lewd- Lite fot, many years: 1t-13 
not unknown to-.you that- Titus is of noble bloud, 
and one approved. to-be always-a man- of excellent 
Vere and Wiſdom, and never wasmalicious. This 


other Strangerſeemethits.be'a-man fwllof ſimplicity, 


and that more is, deſperate, for ſorneevil which bath 
befallen him-: I ſay-ro you, Fathers; they 'both be 
innocent, ;.1 am the Perfort. that flew! lim - who wat 
found: dead by. the Barn, | and-- robbet} him of his 
mony ; and .when'] found inthe Barn this Stranger 
lving aſlcep,; having by him- ainaked- knife, I, the 
better to hide my offence, did put ty: Knife inco the 
wound. of the .dead- man, and- fo all bloody: laitl it 


again 
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again by this Scranger. This was my milchievious 
device to eſcape your Judgment, whercunto now I 
remit me wholly, rather than this Noble man 
ow, or this innocent Stranger ſhould unworthily 
ic. | 

The truth coming thus no —_ to light, 
cauſed a general acclamation of Prople.and the 
Friendſhip betwixt Gifppus and Titus being declared, 
was publiſhed, extolled, and _—_— throughout 
the whole City. The Senate conſulting of this matter 
at the inſtance of Titus and the People, diſchar 
the Felon. Titus acknowledged his negligence in 
forgetting Gi/ipprs, and having him home to his 
Houſe, ( where he was vvith incredible joy received 
of the Lady vyhom he ſhould have vvedded } ho- 
norably apparelled him, offering him to uſe all his 
Goods and Pofſeſhons as his ovvn. Burt Giippus 
deſiring to be again at Athens, Titus, by the conſent 


of the Senate and People; vvith -a great Arm 


yvent vvith him thither, yvhere he had delivered 
to him all thoſe vyhich vycre caufers of baniſhing 
and deſpoyling Gifpras, on vvhom che did ſharp 
execution, and reſtoring to Gifppus his Lands and 
Subſtance, eſtabliſhed hin m perpetual quietneſs, and 
ſo returned unto Rome. *

(F* Friday the 18th. of March, 1 6 6g. the Sun 
was obſerved before its ſetting, to appear of a 
pale and dead colour, which (being contrary to what 
it ever appeared belore to us) ſtruck no {mall terror 
into the Inhabitants, all objects appearing allo of 
the ſame colour, with a Paleneſs received from that 
of the Sun, The ſame Night happened in this City 
as well as the whole Country. hereabours, a terrible 
and unuſual Earthquake, whoſe ſtrange and uncqual 
motions, joyn'd with horrible warings from Monte 
Gibello, exceedingly frighted the Inhabitants, but was 
ſo extraordinarily violent in the Country adjacenr, 
that the People were forced to abandon their houles, 
and to flic intotheFiclds;ro ayoid the danger threat- 
ned them from the falling of their houſes. The V il- 
lage of Nicoloſ was of all others the moſt dreadfully 
handled by this furious Earthquake, the Houſes and 
other Buildings being ſhaken all in piects, and buried 
in their own ruines; the poor People (who had pre- 
ſerved their lives by a timely flight, with ſuch lictle 
of their Goods, as their haſty fears would irchem 
to out with them_) continued a Night or" rwo 
in the Fields, beholding with griefarid aſtoniſhment 
the ruine of their Habnations : but obſerving that 
by theſe violent concuffions, the Eatth began ro open 
in ſeveral places, and to threaten them with inevita- 
ble ruine, they fled, though with much trouble and 
amazement,to this City. Theſe ſhakings of the Earth 
being ſo frequent and violent, that the People went 
reeling and ſtaggering,with much difficulty, ſupport- 
ing one another from falling, inſomuch as whart
